CRYPTORHYNCHIDES (CURCULIONIDAE) 
mosrLty From AUSTRALIA

As more becomes known of the Cureulionidae af New Guinea and varions 
Pavifie islands, it is apparent that many genera supposed to he confined to 
Australia, New Guinea, or New Zealand, ete, are widely distributed, This is 
especially the case with ihe Cryptorhyuchides, all the main divisions af which, 
with the exception of Melanterinus aud allied genera (whieh are almost confined 
to species of Acacia), are widely distributed, many of the genera occurring in 
New Zealand, Fiji, and as far west as the Malay Peninsula, as well as im 
Australia. 
Mecrustocerus ('). 


The species of this genus may be distinguished from all others of the 
Cryptorhynchides (execpt Aenychus, which has very different tarsi) by the 
prostermiun having supplementary processes behind the front coxae, the processes 
being vertieal and forming parts of the walls of the pectoral caual; at first 
elanee they appear to be parts af the mesosterual reeeptacle, bni on separatiug 
the prosternum From the mesostermim iheir positians are at onee apparent. 


MECUISTOCERUS MULTIMACULATUS Sp. NOV. 


g Black, antennae and tarsi reddish. Densely clothed with white, bul, 
and black seales; each large puncture of upper-snrtace with a seta, nat rising 
above general level; under-surface and legs with more distinet ones, 

Head with a deep and rather narrow interocular mipression, Rostrum 
rather long, moderately enrved; with fine ridges and partially concealed prne- 
{ures to near antennae Cwhich are inserted almost in middle), in Iront with 
minute punctures. Two basal joints of funicle subequal in length; emb about 
the length of three preceding joints conthined, Prothorax distinetly transverse ; 
sides almost parallel on basal hidt, and then rounded and narrowed io apex, 
median earina. distinet but not contimnous; with large pnnetnres, beeommeg 
smaller about apex, but largely concealed by clothing. Wlytra distinetly wider 
than prothorax, base trisinuate, shoulders feebly clasping base of prothorax ; 
with regular rows of large and rather distant punctures, in feeble striae ahout 
suture, beeomime distinet on sides. Metasternum and two hasal segments of

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abdomen with large punetires, the basal segment slightly depressed in middle. 
Kemora stout, strongly and aentely dentate. Gength, 8-11 mm. 

$ Dilfers in having the rostrinn slightly thinner, with shorter midges anid 
smaller punetures, aud basal semments of abdomen geully convex in middle., 

Queensland: Coen River (W. D. Dodd aud H. Taeker), abundant, New 
Guinea: Bongu (P. Sehneider). 

A comparatively wide, multinaculate species, with eveet setae completely 
absent from the elytral interstices, The majority of the seales are of a bult 
colour or pale brown, in some parts with a slight golden gloss; on the pronotum 
there are usually eight black spots in two transverse series, but they are some- 
times partly conjoined to form irregnlar transverse fasciac, or they may even 
form longitudinal vittae, the median carina and its vicinity are usnally elabrous, 
so that the space there also appears black: there are nsually several whitish spots, 
bit these are indistinet on some specimens, and absent from others; on cach side 
(bot invisible Prom above) there is a dark vitta. On the elytra the black spots 
are qwannerous and irregular the white spots are fewer in mmber and also 
ivveqular in disposition, but there is always a pale spot on eneh shoulder, The 
femora and tibiae also have blaek markines, The head whew at rest is seen to 
he vlabrous at the base, with small grannles and fine transverse striae, hut when 
the rostriun is partly extended the glabrous part is concealed by the apex of 
the prothorax, The median carina ou the pronotum is always distinct, but is 
less gente aud shorter on some specimens than on others, The elytra, when 
viewed from behind, appear eardate, owing to the disappearance of the latero- 
basal simuations. On abrasion most of the pimetnres ave seen to be large mul 
deep, In general appearance the species is certainly close to W, calidris, but 
the many specimens taken all differ from that species in the same wav. On each 
elytron of ealidris there is a pale spot near the seutellim, beyond this there is 
often (Dut not always) a small dark spot, then an irregular, curved, pale faseia 
feommeneing on the shoulder), then a fairly large black spot or eluster of spots 
(always present bot variable). then an irregnlar pale fascia crowning the apienl 
slope, then some small blackish spots, and at the apex itself another pale spot. 
On M. dispar there is a black bloteh or irregular fascia about the middle, but 
the restrum of the female is conspicuonsly longer; on M. similis the clothing ot 
the abdomen is very different. The absence of interstitial setae distinguishes the 
specivs from M. marmorens. 


MerCHISTOCERUS MAGNIDENS Sp. 10V. 


é Black, antennne and tarsi reddish; rest of legs and part of rostrum 
obsenrely diluted with red. Rather sparsely clothed with seales and setae, 
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Head with crowded punctures; with a deep and narrow mieroenlar impres- 
sion Rostemn rather long, sides dilated near base, but notched at hase itself; 
with ridges and sqnamiferons pimetures on basal two-fifths, elsewhere with small, 
naked punetures. Antennae thin. inserted ahoal two-fifths from apex of rostrum, 
Prothorax moderately transverse; with erawded but sharply defined punctures, 
and a feeble renni of a median earina, Elytra much wider than protharas, 
hase Teebly trisinnate, shoulders not claspinge prothorax; with rows of Largs, 
ohlong prnetures, clase together ou basal half, bnt becomme smaller, wore 
rounded and distant posteriarly. Metasterntun with fairly large punetures, and 
a deep median groove, Basal segment of abdomen depressed in middle, it and 
the second segment with rather sparse punetores, smaller than ou mefasternunt, 
Gh segment and sides of third and fourth with crowded prunetures. Wemora 
stant, strongly and aentely dentate, tibiae long and thin, Length, 6-G min. 

¢ Differs in having the rostrum thhimer, ridges and squamnferous piue- 
tures occupying a smaller basal space, antennae inserted nearer the middle and 
basal segmeni of abdomen rather strongly convex, with more sharply defined 
poucet ures. 

Queensland: South Johustone River (E W. Brown). 

In general appearance somewhat like W. cancelatus on a small seale, with 
brighter and sparser clothing, but pnnetures of metastermom somewhat smaller, 
those of second segment of abdomen much less numerous, and elytra less parallel- 
sided, The nontabercenlate apex of the sides of the metasternal groove at once 
distinguishes from the male of W. metasternalis, The lees are longer and the 
femoval teeth stronger than au M. duplicatus and M. egens. The abdominal 
punetures are more anraerous and smaller than ow M. punctieentiis, and the 
femora are stonter, with much larger teeth. The rather sparse clothing on the 
uppersurface is almost brick-red, beecomme whitish on the umder parts. On 
the pronatum if consists of a seta in cach prneture; on each elyiron there is a 
narrow spot on the third interstice at the base, and the preapieal callus is well 
marked, elsewhere the clothing forms numerous ill-defined faseiae, in places 
slightly obscuring the prmetures; there are mnnerous pale and dark setae, very 
istinet From the sides, and foruing a row on euch interstices. The tooth on 
enel front femur is moderately hire, ou the amiddle ones somewhat larger, but 
on the hind ones mueh larger; being almost as large as the apieal segment of 
abdomen, Exeept on the sides, aud then but feebly, the elvtral punetires are 
not plaeed in striae, 


Mequstocerus INTEROCULARIS Sp. HOV, 
Black, auteaae reddish. Clathed with more or less dingy setae, the elytra 
in addition with muddy-brown and obsenrely whitish scales. 
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Head with crowded, partially eoncealed pnunetures; with a transverse inter- 
pelar depression, in which is a feeble longitudinal impression, Rostrum shghtly 
longer than pvothorax, thin and parallel-sided, with fine ridges and coarse, 
setiferons punctures on basal third, beyond this with distinet naked pied ares, 
becoming sinaller to apex, Antennae tuserted slightly nearer apex than base 
of rostrum, Glob as long as the four preceding joints vombined.  Prothorax 
moderately transverse, sides feebly dilated from base to beyond the middle, and 
{hen rapidly deereasing in width to apex; with rather large, crowded pinetures, 
aud a narrow median emina. Elytra moderately long, sides parallel toe about 
the middle, base rather strongly trisinuate; with rows of large, deep, oblong 
punctures to beyond the middle, when they become simatler and rounded. Meta- 
Merion and basal segment of abdomen with coarse, crowded punetnres, larger 
than on prothorax, second segment with somewhat smaller ones, apical segment 
with crowded ones, the third and fourth cach with a single row. Front and 
middle femora moderately, (he hind one largely and acuiely, deutate. Length, 
(0-6-5 mm. 

Queensland: Coen River (11. Haecker). Clandie River (J. A. Kershaw). 

The interocular space is depressed, so that from the sides there is a distined 
noleh at the Jnnetion of the head and rostrum; this is at ouce distinetive from 
M. basalis, cuncellulus, metasternalis, aud similar species; if is much as on N. 
duplicatus, bat the elytra are more sparsely clothed, with several irregiuar 
patches of whitish scales, and with longer and more ereet setac; the pronotum 
is also carmated from base to apex. M. punelirentris, with similar base of 
rosinur bas very different ahdominal punetuves. The punctures on the basal 
half of the elyiva are very large, and the interstices, both between the punetures 
aud the rows, are very narrow, on the sides only they are in feeble striae. Phe 
clothing on the iwo specimens is in poor condition, but the species is a distinct 
one by the interoenlar space and the abdominal punctures, Audgimg by ihe 
rostrimn they ave probably both males. The Claudie River specimen has the apex 
al rostrum reddish. 

MECIUSTOCERUS SUBGLOICOLLIS Sp, NOV. 


Dark brown, vostrim somewhat paler, antamae pale red. Densely clothed 
with seales varying from whitish. through stramineons te dark brown, and 
distinethy mottled on the elytra. 

Head with erowded, almost concealed pnnetures; between eyes with a mher 
narrow elliptic depression, with a narrow median dine. Rostrum feebly curved, 
about base with short ridges, aud coarse, squamiferons punctures, elsewhere with 
rather small, but sharply defined, nude proetures. Antennae inserted almost 
in middle of rostrinn, second joint of funiele distinetly longer than first; elub 
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ler elongate, Prothorax abont as long as the basal width, sides strongly 
ronnded iu middle; with crowded, parily eoucealed pineiures, and a feeble 
mediau cavina. Elvira narrow and parallel sided to near apex, biase feehly 
trisimuate, and distinctly wider than prothoras; with rows ol punctures of 
moderate size, the titerstives with crowded, concealed ones. Under-surtace with 
crowded, partly conecaled piunetires; two basal segments of abdomen large, 
third and fourth each abaost as loug as the fifth, Femora moderately dentate, 
tibiae eoaparatively short. Length, 7 main. 

Queenslaud; Mount Tambourine, in December and January (H. Haecker 
awd A. M. Lea), 

A uarrow, evhnudrieal speeies, allied to M. cylindrieus and M. vudneratus: 
from the former it is distinguished by its less nmitormly clothed elytra, and from 
the latter by the considerably smaller cephalic i{upression, and smaller nud 
denser punctures on the metasternal episterna; a speeimen of ralneralus, Erom 
Cooktown, approaches its clothing in colours, but has the cephalie impression 
of uormal size, There are no ereet setae on the elytra, but. abont the apex there 
are sore setae pressed flat amongst the scales; the palest scales on the elytra are 
about the punctures, those of other shades are irreenlarly distributed; ou the 
pronotum the clothing consists of stramineous aud dark brow seales, or stout 
depressel setae, oue mo each puncture; on the lees the clothing is  alnost 
nniformly buf. The compound interoeular impression, and the crowded pune- 
tares of the third and fourth abdominal segments, are unnsnal features in (he 
genus. 

MECUISTOCERUS SETIVENTRIS SP. DOV. 

Black, apical balf of rostrum, antennac, and tarsi obsenrelv reddish. 
Densely clothed with variegated senles and setae, 

Head with a narrow imterocular impressiou, slieltly dilated in froni. 
Rostrum slightly longer than prothorax, evenly enrved; basal fourth slightly 
dilated, with fine ridges and series of coarse, setiferous punctures, elsewhere with 
small, naked ones, Antennae inserted slightly nearer apex than base of rostrum., 
Prothorax slightly wider than long, sides very feebly dilated from base to beyond 
the middle, and then rapidly varrowed to apex, punetures normally coucealed, 
except on basal sides, where they are large, Blytra distinetly wider than pro- 
thorax, sides parallel to about the middle, base trisinuate: with rows of large, 
partly concealed punetiives, becoudue smaller posteriorly.  Metastemunn with 
fairly large and dense punetures, aud with a rather narrow median groove. 
Basal sesiment of abdomen with smaller punctures (exeept for a Dasal row) 
than on ametastecmun, third and fourth pach with a row of setiferous ones. 
Front femora feebly, middle ones moderately, Lind ones rather strougly dentate. 
Length, 6:5 mm. 
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New South Wales: Styx River, ou sassafras (W. W. Proggatt); unique. 

A prettily variegated species, structurally fairly close to M. duplieatus. hut 
with longer and thinner legs, and different punetures of under surface. On the 
upper surface most of the scales are of a rather dingy brown, varying to fawn, 
hut with fairly numerous irregular black spots on the elytra; in addition, there 
are some small irregular white spots, so placed as to form a feeble median Y. 
On the pronotum the setae are deuse but subdepressed ; on the elytra they are 
fewer in number, but subereet and placed ina siugle row on each interstiee, On 
the head and legs the seales are mostly brick-red, with unmerous whitish setae, 
On the metasternnm and abdomen there are no scales, but a few briek-red setae 
and numerous black ones; the latter on the abdomen are suberect and very 
conspicuous. On the dise of the pronotum the punetures are entirely concealed, 
and the clothing entirely conceals a feeble mediau carina, The basal segment 
of the abdomen is feebly convex in the middle, but judging by the rostrum the 
{ype may be a male. 


MECDSTOCERUS PINUTIPENNIS sp. NOV. 


@ Black, antennae reddish, parts of rostrum and of tarsi more obsearely 
so. Moderately densely elothed with dingy brown and sooty scales; each pro- 
thoracic puneture with a subereet seta, slightly raised above general Jevel, each 
clytral interstice with a row of suberect setae, very distinet From the sides; 
nnider-surface and legs with moderately dense svales and setae. 

Head with crowded, concealed punctures in front, base glabrous; with a 
deep and rather narrow interociuar inpressiou. Rostmun slightly longer than 
prothorax, moderately enrved; basal fourth with fine ridges and voarse sqnam- 
iferous ponetures, elsewhere with minnte, naked punctures, Antenuae inserted 
slightly nearer apex than base of rostrum. Prothorax almost as long as the 
basal width, sides teebly ronnded and decreasing in width from base; with large, 
partly concealed puuetures, beemning smaller in front; and with a feeble median 
carina. bytra distinctly wider than prothorax, sides parallel to about middle, 
base leebly trisinuate, shoulders seareely clasping prothorax; with rows of large, 
deep, oblong pnnetures, beeouing stualler posteriorly. Metasternam and paris 
of abdomen with large, partly concealed punetures; second segment slightly 
longer than third and fourth combined. Femora stout, aud, especially the hiud 
ones, strouvhy andl acutely dentate; tiblac long and thin. Length, G mmi, 

Malay Peninsula: Kuala Lumpur CA. M. Lea); iuiiqie, 

With the veneral outlines of M. culidris, but less densely clothed, prothorax 
seareely transyerse, and elytra with larger, deeper, and more oblong punctures 
closer together; most of them ure double or semi-double, lt with only one seta 
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fon the anterior end); ou the sides and posteriorly the puuetnres are in rather 
feeble striae. The shades of colour of the scales are ill-defined. The prothorax 


and head are conjomily subeonical. 


MaciusTocekus ZCZAC Sp, nov. 

§ Black, antenmac aud parts of legs obscurely reddish. lrregularly 
clothed with Drown and sooty scales aid setae. l 

Head with dense punctures, and a rather narrow interoewar impression. 
Jtostrimm searcely the length of prothorax, slightly curved. with distinet ridges 
alternated with rows of squamiterous punctures on basal balt, siwah but fairly 
distiuct naked punctures in Trout. Antennae inserted about two-fifths from 
apex of rostrum. Prothorax about as loung as wide, sides feebly diuinishing in 
width, and slightly rounded from base to near apex, aud then more strongly 10 
apex itself; with crowded puiuetures and a very feeble median carina. Blyira 
valher long, vot mmeh wider than prathorax, parallel-sided to beyond the midde. 
hase almost truncate, shoulders uot clasping prothorax, with rows of moderately 
large, oblong pumetores, wnel narrower thau iuterstices, on sides and posteriorly 
in stinet striae, Metfasteruiun and parts of abdomen with puuetures about as 
large as on prothorax, basal sewment flat in middle. second as lone as third and 
fourth couwbined, each of these with a row of setiferous pnnetures across middle, 
but irregular on sides. Femora (for the genus) rather feebly deutate, tibiae 
coluparatively stout. Leneth, 6 (vix) mm, 

Malay Peniosnla: Kuala Lumpur CA. M. Lea); uwigue. 

With general outlines somewhat as on the preeeding species, but with 
smaller punetiires on prothorax and elytra, and femora mneh less strongly 
dentate, the rout pur appearing edentate Prom some directions.  Kach pra- 
thoracic prnieture coutains a seale, but wanuy of these do not rise to the general 
level; on the ¢lytva the dark seales are seareely distinenishable from the derin, 
but the paler ones form numerous irregular or zigzag asymmetrical fasciae : 
each interstice has a row of small setae, but they are very diclistinet on the basul 
half. The legs have dense scales and fine setae, The ridges on the restrain are 
nnnsyally distined, but are certain to be shorter in the female. Phe elytral 
interstices, where not concealed by clothing, are seen to be finely shazreened. 
Frow directly above the large elytral puvetures appear to have a small setiferous 
basal granule, but from behind this appearance is lost, although the setae are 
distinct. 


Merciusrocerts CARBO Sp. NOV. 


Deep bhiek, antennae and tarsi obscurely reddish, Rather sparsely elothed, 
Head with vrowded, opaque punctures in front, swaller and subgrannlate 
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about base, with a narrow interoenlar impression. Rostrum slightly longer than 
prothorax, moderately curved; with sharply defined ridges, alternated with 
course, setiferous punetures on basal half, with minnte naked punetures else- 
where, Antennae inserted slightly aearer apex than base of rostrum. Pro- 
thorax about as loug as wide, sides rather strongly vonnded, apex about two- 
thirds the width of basc; punctures crowded and fairly large, becomiog small 
in front, median carina very feeble, Elytra rather long. muel wider than pro- 
thorax, parallel-sided ta beyond the middle, base seareely trisinuate; with rows 
of fairly large, deep, oblong prmetiures, becoming enclosed in narraw strine 
posteriorly aud on the sides. Metasternum with punelures much as on pro- 
thorax. Abdomen with comparatively small, shallow puuctures, but crowded 
on apical segment; basal seginent flattened in middle, with a uarraw, deep, 
angular impression. Legs rather long, femora (especially the hind oues) 
strongly aud acutely dentate. Length, 3 mi. 

Malay Peninsula: Knala Luwpur CA. M. Lea); unique. 

A jet-blaeck species, The basal spots on the elytra are somewhat as on 
M, basalis (a Queensland species), but the ely tral proetares are much smaller 
anil closer together, and those ou the prothorax are more evenly distributed. 
The place of the row of large punetnres on the hasal segment of the abdomen of 
other species is taken by a deep impression, somewhat like a wide V, Imt not 
as close ta the base itself, and this should le a very distinetive featiuve. The 
prothorax is nonsquamose, but has rather long, ereet, dark setae; on each elytron 
some white scales form narrow basal vittae on the third interstice and shonlider, 
and remnants of fasciag about the sununit of the apical slope; their setae are 
longer than an the prothorax, aud confined to a smele row on each interstiee. 
Seales are absent from the uuder parts, but the setae are fairly anuerous wid 
rather Jong. The vemuaut of a carina is so feeble that tle prothorax could be 
fairly regarded as nonearinate, 


MrCiusSTOCERUS TRISINUATUS Sp. HOV. 

Black, antennae and tarsi obscurely reddish. Elytra, head, aud legs 
squamose and setuse, dsewhere setose. 

Head with crowded, partly concealed punctures in front, naked abont base; 
with a narrow interocular impression, Rostrum slightly longer thau prothoras, 
evenly curved, basal third with distinet ridges, alternated with groaves cou- 
taining jrreeular punetures, elsewhere slining and with minnte punetures. 
Autennae inserted about two-fifths from apex of rostrnm, Prothorax shehtly 
transverse, sides subparablel to apical third, and then strongly narrowed t0 apes, 
with Tatrly targe, crowded punctures, becoming stualler in front. Elytra mach 
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wider than prothorax, base trisinuate, parallel-sided io about middie; witb rows 
at deep, ablong pnnetnres, becoming smaller posteriorly, and contained in striae 
on the sides. Metasternuin with punetures as on prolhorax. Two basal segments 
of abdomen large. each with sparse and smali setiferous puuctures, third and 
faurth each with a single row of setae, Hfth densely punctate. Iemora (Cespeci- 
ally the hind ones) strongly and acutely dentate; tibiae thin and arched at base, 
Lieut hy, 4 mm. 

Malay Peninsula: Gap, on Fraser’s Pall (A. M. Lea); unique. 

A small species, fairly close to M. egens and M. magnidens (both trom 
Queensland), but with somewhat diferent clothing and narrower elytral pnnce- 
tures. The seales on the elytra are greyish-white aud black (the latter sparse 
and indistinet), the pale ones are condensed to Form about three very irregular 
transverse faseiae, and four feeble basal vittae (on the third interstices and the 
shoulders) ; on the legs the seales are subsetose in character but pressed flat, 
the setae bheing longer and more or less ereet. On the upper-sirfaee the setae 
are Suberect aud also vary in colons, on the elytva they are longer than on the 
protlorax (where each arises from a puncture. and are canfined to a single 
row on each interstice, Fron some directions cach of the larger elytral pune- 
hires appears to bave a basal grannle, 


MeCHISTOCERUS MACULIPENNIS sp. NOV. 


Black, antennae and tarsi obscurely reddish. Sparsely sguamose, but dis- 
tinctly sebose. 

Head with dense and rather small punctures, with a narrow, deep. inter- 
ocular nipression. Rostrum slightly longer than prothorax, evenly enrved, Dasal 
two-fifths with couspicuous ridges, alternate with grooves containing’ setiferous 
punetires, elsewhere with iimitte, naked pnnetiures, Antennae inserted in 
nudille of sides of rostrinn, third to seventh joints of fumele transverse, Pro- 
thorax moderately transverse, sides parallel ou basal half, and then narrowed 
to apex; with numerous bit comparatively small punetires. Elvtra mneh wider 
than prothorax, base couspicuously trisinuate, sides parallel for a shart distance 
only, with vows of rather large. deep, suboblong granulate punctures, becoming 
smaller (but not rounded) posteriorly, and on the sides eoutained in striae. 
Femora stout and (especially the hind ones) strongly and aeutely dentate. 
Length. 4-9 mmm. 

Malay Peninsila: Bernam River (A. M Lea); unique. 

In general appearance fairly close to the preceding species, but prathoracie 
ponetures mach smaller, elytral clothing not at all fuseiate in eharacter, and 
Femoral teeth somewhat larger and the tibiae shorter, The imetasternal and 
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abdomiual punetures and setae are much the same, On the elytra whitish seales 
forar numerous feehle spots, including four at the base (on the third interstices 
and shontders) ; black ones ave present but very iudistinet, ou the prouotimt pale 
scales form five very feeble longitudinal lines. The setae are mostly dark on 
the upper-sirtace, pale on the under parts, they are somewhat shorter on the 
prothorax thau on the elytra, on the latter they are contined to a single row on 
cach interstice, The prothoracie punetures, although quite sharply defined, are 
decidedly smaller thaw is usual in the genus. 
MECUISTOCERUS SQUAMIPENNIS Sp. NOY. 

? Blackish, antennae and tarsi obscurely reddish, Densely squamose aud 
setose, 

Head with crowded, partly concealed pmuctures, miterocular impression 
small and shallow. Rostrum slightly longer than prothorax, gently enrved, basal 
third with feeble ridges. and coarse, setiferous punctures, elsewhere with 
numerous small but sharply defined oues. Anteunae inserted in middle of sides 
of rostrum, third to seveuth joints of funicle transverse, Prothorax maderately 
transverse, sides moderately rounded, apex about half the width of base; with 
erowtled bit not very large, partly cancealed punetures. Elytra rather loug, 
basal half parallel-sided, base distinetly trisuunate; with rows of large, angular 
phuctures, appeariug rather small through elothing, and becoming much smaller 
posteriorly, Metasternum with punctures about as large as on prothorax, with 
a deep noteb in middle posteriorly. Twe basal segments of abdomen large, 
evenly convex, of about the sawe length along middle; with sharply defined 
panelores, about as large as on ietasterutin, but much sparser; third and fourtle 
sements each with a single setiferons row aeéross middle, but dense on sides, 
apical segment with deuse punetures. Front femora teebly, middle moderately, 
hind oues strongly aud acutely dentate. Length, 6 man. 

Malay Peninsula; Gap. ou Fraser's POU (A. M. Lea); anique. 

A densely squamose species, 10 a certai extent approaching M. calidris, but 
narrower, with ceouspienons hlaekish setae, and ouly the hind femora strongly 
dentate, The prothorax is shorter than in M. punelipennis, with wore rounded 
sides and elytral punetures very diferent, The weueral outlines ave somewhat 
as ti M. selivenlris (from Queeusland), but the prothorax is smaller in pro- 
portion, aud the clothing aud punetures are very different. Parts of the 
rostrum and abdomen are obscurely diluted with red. The seales on the elytra 
are mostly fawn-coloured. mixed with a few sinall whitish spots and numerons 
small blackish ones, on the prothorax the seales (but not the setae) are mostly 
fawn-eolonred, on the legs they are also mostly lawn-coloured, but with a dark 
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spot on each femur and (ibia. Ou the prothorax the setae are manerons, siberect, 
aud short, on the elytra they are longer, confined to a single row on each inter- 
stice, and most of them are dark. 


MECIUSTOCERUS NOCTIVAGUS Sp. nov. 
6 Black, antennae and claw-joints reddish, Rather sparsely syuamose and 
selose. 

Jlead with a narrow, deep, interoentar impression, Rostrum the length of 
prothorax, moderately curved, basal two-fifths with ridges, alternated with rows 
of coarse punetures. elsewhere with è mimate punctures, Antennae inserted 
ahnost iu middle of sides of rostrum, Prothoras as Jong as wide, sides parallel 
on basal two-thirds, and then rapidly narrowed te apex, whieh is about hall. the 
width of base, and distinetly inenvved at its middle; with large, ronnd, deep, 
crowded panctnres, becoming smaller in front: with a short aud feeble medtan 
carina. Blytra rather long, oblong-cordate., not mueh wider than prothorax, 
base straight, except for menryature at scutellum; with rows of rather large, 
oblong, deep punetnres, becoming smaller posteriorly, and set in striae ou the 
sides; interstices with numerous small pimetures. Metasternum with a deep 
median eroove and punetires about as large as ou prothorax. Basal segment of 
abdomen depressed in middle, with a row of basal punctures abont as larwe as 
these on metasternnm, bit somewhat smaller posteriorly, and also with very 
small punetnres; secoud segment flat in middle, and with fairly large punctures, 
apical with crowded ones, third and fourth cach with a setiferais row across 
middle. Femora stout, and (especially the hind oues) strongly and acutely 
dentate. Length, T am. 

Malay Peninsula: Gap, on Fraser's Hill (A. M. Lea); unique. 

Somewhat narrower than JM. edlidris, aud with maeh sparser clothing on 
elytra, and pronotum practically glabrons, except for a few setae. The scales 
on the elytra are faily dense aud stramineous or buff, with a subfasciate 
arrangement, darker scales are almost as numerous but are inconspicuous; setae 
are thin, feeble, aud confined to a single row on each interstice; scales form a 
pale seuneirele between the eves. The type was attracted to light. 

Taptus (*). 

Tn the dtaznosis of this genus the pectoral canal was deseribed as having the 
apex cavernous, This is imeerreet; its apex is deep, and does not end in a 
vaulted process, but in a noteb in the metasternum. The middle coxae are 
exposed internally to form parts of the pectoral caual as in Meehistocerus, 
Berosiris, and Derefioses, there not being a special process on or below which

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the tip of the rostrum rests in the eanal. Of the typieal species (P. erirhinoides, 
from Muaeassar’’) all Pascoe says of the elothing of the rostrum is ‘parce 


squamosus.’ A cotype male before me of that speeies has some long bristles 
projecting outwards from the sides of the rostrum, in advance of the antennae, 


so that it is bearded somewhat as on the male of Aunyehus barbatus. 


TADIUS AUSTRALIAE sp. NOV. 


6 Black, antenuae reddish, rostrnm and parts of legs obscurely diluted 
with red. Upper-surface densely clothed with muddy-grey or mouse-coloured 
scales, interspersed with paler setae, on the elytra confined to a single row on 
each interstice. Under-surface and legs with dense, whitish, depressed setae. 

Head small, with crowded, concealed punctures. Rostrum long, thin, 
curved, with a feeble median ridge and rather sparsely clothed throughout, about 
apex with numerous bristles projeeting outwards. Antennae inserted about 
two-fifths from apex of rostrum, two basal joints of fumele elongate. Prothorax 
about as long as wide, sides almost evenly rounded; with crowded, coneealed 
punetures, and a short and feeble median carina. Elytra much wider than base 
of prothorax, parallel-sided to beyond the middle, derm normally eoncealed., 
Under-surfaee with erowded punetures, about as large as on prothborax; two 
basal segments of abdomen large, with a wide and shallow median depression. 
Femora feebly grooved and edentate. Length, 5 mm. 

$ Differs in having the rostrum thinner, almost glabrons throughout, with 
rather small but sharply defined punetures, without apical bristles, and with 
two basal segments of abdomen larger aud evenly convex. 

Queensland: Bowen (Aug. Simson). 

The two specimens of this speeies were plaeed with Desiantha, of the 
Erirhinides, to which genus, from above, they have a great resemblance. The 
male differs from the male of 7. erirhinoides in having a conspicuous longi- 
tudinal depression on the two basal segments of abdomeu, with slightly coarser 
punctures. The elytra are striate-pnnetate, the punctures of moderate size, and 
the interstices densely punctate, but before abrasion the elytra appear to be 
feebly striated only. 

TADIUS BARBATUS Sp. nov. 

6 Black, antennae and tarsi reddish. Upper-snrface densely squamose, 
the elytra, in addition, with a row of sloping setae on eaeh interstice. Under- 
surface and legs with deuse, subdepressed, whitish setae. 

Sculpture as described in male of preeeding species, exeept that the two 
basal segments of abdomen are geutly aud evenly convex. Length, 5-0-5-5 min. 

Northern Territory: Darwin (G. F. Hill). 
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tu general appearance resembling several species of Desiantho; from the 
preceding speetes it differs in being more distinctly marked, and in the 
abdomen; the lateral bristles of the rostrum are also more nionerons. The 
peetoral canal behind the front coxae cuts into the snrfaee, and is bonded ou 
each side by a feeble wall, certainty denoting a close approach ta Weelistoceris, 
in whieh, however, the walls are much higher and usually on a level with the 
coxae themselyes, The seales on the elytra, the derm of whieh is entirely eon- 
ecaled, are iosth: of a dingy stramineous colour, variegated with irveenlar 
sooty-brown spots; on the pronotium they are similarly coloured, but the paler 
seales form: ill-defined longitudinal vittae. 


DeERETIOSUS, 


This genus was orlgmally named from a New Griimea iuseet (*), but prob- 
ably ocenrs on many of the Pacifie islands, and is abundantly represented in 
Fiji. In Anstralia it appears to be confined to the rain forests of Queeusland, 

Amongst the allies of Chaetectelorus, it is abundantly distinet by the pectoral 
canal: this cuts slightly inte the metasternum, passing by the middle coxac, the 
inner sides of which act as parts of the walls of the caval, as im d/eehistocerus. 
The eanal itself is usually densely squamose, an unusual although not unique 
feature in the subfamily, 11 is deep between the front coxae, but these at then 
lowest part are sometimes not quite as widely separated as at their upper part 
{the insects examined on their baeks). 

The sexes are usually distinet by the rostrum (elothed on the basal half or 
more on the male, For one-third or less on the female). The abdomen is less 
convex on the male than on the Temale, but the differences are seldom sufficient 
to be of use. 


DERETIOSUS LATEROALBUS ap. nov, 


@ Black, ¢mtennae reddish, rostrum and parts of tarsi ohsenvely dilnted 
with red. Densely elothed with more or less brownish seales, variegated with 
sooty spots or pateles, a distinet whitish spot on the middle of the side of each 
¢lytron. Prothorax with six fascicles, elytra with many. 

tostrinn moderately curved. apical half shining and with dense and small 
bit distinet pimetnres, elsewhere densely clothed. Antennae inserted abo 
one-third from apex of rostmim, second joint of funiele distinetly longer than 
first, Prathovax moderately transverse, sides rounded in middle, apex aboni 
half the width of base, pnnetnres normally concealed. Elytra cousiderably 
wider than prothorax., base rather feebly trisinnate, with rows of fairly large 
pnuetures, appearing muelh smaller throngl clothing, and almost vanishing 


CO D. aridas Paseoe, Journ, Linn. Soe, Zool, 1871, p. 185, pl, vii, fig. 1. 
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posteriorly. Basal segments of abdomen large and rather strongly convex, except 
for a slight median flattening. Femora stont, strongly and aentely dentate, 
tibiae rather strongly arched at base, the hind ones less strongly than the others. 
Length, 6-5-8-5 mm. 

$ Differs in having the restrnin slightly thinner, only about one-third of its 
hbase concealed by clothing, antennae inserted slightly more distant from its 
apex, aud abdomen more strongly and evenly convex. 

Wii: Viti Levin and Motnariki (A. M, Lea). 

The largest of the Fijian spectes. The extent of sooty or sooty-brown seales 
“aries On almost every specimen; on some of them the dark spots are confined to 
fhe legs, and are not mneh darker than the adjacent parts: on others, in addition, 
there are a few lateral spots on the elytra; at their maximum they cover most 
of the sides of the elytra. and mueh of the under-surface and legs. The white 
spot on each elytren is very distinet from the side, but almost invisible from 
above: it is on the third (sometimes partly on the second) imterstice from the 
margin, and level with the basal seeinent of abdomen. Of the lascieles on the 
prothorax two are at the apex und four form a curved sibmediau row, of whieh 
the outer ones are larger and more advanced than the median oues; on each 
elytron every interstice has fascicles, but many are small, especially those on the 
even ones and near the marein, the two largest (but not very large) are on the 
third. The faseieles are mneh shorter than on the Australian species. On 
abrasion the prothoracic punetures are seen to be close together, and not very 
Jarge but sharply defined; on the abdomen they are still smaller. The inter- 
coxal process of the mesosternuni slopes rapidly downwards m front, but not at 
the sides, whieh appear as narrow, elevated ridges considerably below the 
mefastertumu. A spechurn from Taverni may belong to this species; it is smaller 
than usual but is too nmeh abraded to be identified with eertainty. 

Drneniosrs LECTUS Sp. nov, 

@ Reddish-brown, antennae paler. Densely squamose and fasciculate. 

Rostram evenly enrved, basal third concealed, elsewhere shining and with 
minute punctures, Avtennae inserted in middle of sides of rostrum. seeond 
Joint of funicl: slightly longer and much thinner than first. Prothorax briefly 
subeonieal, with crowded, concealed punctnres. Elytra considerably wider than 
prothorax, base trishinate; strite-punetate, ponetures appearing very small 
through clothing, Memora stout. strongly and acutely dentate; tibiae arehed 
ut base. Length, 6 mm. 

Wiji: Viti Levn (A. M. Tea): uniqne. 

A beautiful species, not very elose io any other from Fiji, and abont the 
size of D. verrucifer (from Australia), but on that species each titerstice has 
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fasaicles; on the present species (except on the apical slope and on the sides) 
they are confined to (he odd interstices. Very few parts of the derm are visible 
on the type (owing to the density of senles), and sneh as are, are all reddish ; 
it is probable, however. thai anosi parts are black on some specimens. Phe 
scales are mostly of a delicate fawn or bull, becoming paler on the prothorax 
and nnder parts; the head and legs are feebly variegated and with seattered 
setae. There are six faseicles on the proethovax; two, loosely composed of dark 
setae, at apex, and four across middle, of which the two median ones are 
blackish-brown, and the outer ones elongate. Ou the elytra there are numerons 
small faseicles on the odd interstices, but with a few on the even ones posteriorly, 
and on the sides; each of the small fasvicles is composed of a short, upright, 
central seta in the niddle of a slight swelling; there is a large elongate fasciele 
(supported on a tubercle) on the third tuterstice commencing near the base, snd 
a smaller one about the middle. The ontlines of prothorax and elytra, as viewed 
from the sides, are sinuous, the proihorax with a gentle curve between the base 
and the outer faseiele, and a deeper one between the latter and the apex; on the 
elytra there is a rather deep, even enrve between the two large fascicles on the 
third interstices, "Phe pectoral ceanal is shehtly dilated at its apex (in the 
metasternnm). 


DERETIOSUS MUTICUS Sp. DOV. 

4 lack, some parts obsearely dihtted with red, antennae pale red, elub 
darker. Densely sqnaimose, setose, and fascicvulate. 

tostemn moderately curved, the length of prothorax, apical third with small 
hit sharply defined and rather dense punctures, elsewhere derm concealed, 
Antennae inserted two-fifths from upex of rostim. Prothorax moderately trans- 
verse, apex abont half the width of base: with crewded, concealed punctures. 
Hiytra considerably wider than prothorax, base distinctly trismnate; striato- 
puinetate, puuefures norway conecaled, Femora edentate, tibiae stouter and 
less arched at base than usnal Length, 4-4 nmi, 

$ Dilfers in having the rostnim longer, thinner. clothed only at basal 
fonrth. with smaller and less distinct punetires, and antennae inserted wearer 
its hase than apex. 

Highs v itiaboytt. (A, MA). 

The Temora are edentate, a charaeter uniqne in the genns, but as the other 
characters are in agreement with Devetfosus it does not appear desirable to refer 
the species to a new genus. The seales are mostly of a rather dingy brown, 
becoming somewhat paler on the under parts; ou the elytra there is usually a 
white or whitish V, commencing ucar the base, with its two parts jomed on the 
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suture just before the middle, and very distinet on some specimens; there is also 
a pale fascia traversing the summuit of the apical slope, but it is sometimes 
searcely traceable, On the prothorax there are six faseieles, in the usual posi- 
fions, and some stont setae seattered singly; on each elytron there is only one 
distinet fascicle, an elongate one on the third interstiee near base, but on the odd 
interstices there are numerous stout, spatubiie, erect setae, cael surrounded by 
a shight swelling. but they could hardly he regarded as trne fascicles, There are 


some fairly stont setae on the lees. 


DERETIOSUS VARIEGATUS sp. NOV.

é DBlaek. antennae and tarsi reddish. Densely clothed with variegated 
seales, aud with mnuerous fascicles. 

Rostriun moderately eurved; with small, crowded punetires on apieal half, 
concealed elsewhere. Antennae inserted about two-fifths from apex of rostrum, 
Prothorax moderately transverse, sides rather strongly rounded, with crowded 
concealed punetnres. Elytra mnel wider than base of prothorax; hase uot 
trisinnate, Shoulders oblique; with rows of almost concealed piuetures.  Femori 
stout, strongly and aeutely dentate, tibiae arched at Dase. Length, 5 mm. 

Fiji (Blackburn’s colleetion), 

A beantifidly marked species. with two large fascicles on the third interstice 
on each elytron, each of the posterior of which is coumected with its fellow on 
the other elytron by a white V, somewhat as on D. blandus and D. aridus, but 
these are considerably larger, rougher species, with very different fascicles. 
The clothing is so dense as 1o coneeal the derm; on the npper-surlace it is vrusty- 
ved, variegated with white and shades of chocolate-brown ; on the under-surtace 
it is mostly monse-coloured, irremularly mixed with whitish-erey, the legs are 
conspicuously variegated, and setose. There are six rusty-red fascicles ou the 
pronotum in the usual positions; on each elytron there are three vusty-red ones 
on the third interstice: a fairly large one at the basal third, a slightly larger 
median one, and a small one beyond it; on the other odd interstices there are 
some stall fascicles of various colours, the largest of whieh is on the preapical 
eallosity. One specimen has the upper-surfaee almost completely abraded of 
scales, its prothorax is closely covered with punetures of moderate sige. and snb- 
tuberculate beneath the faseicles. On the elytra the puretures in the rows are 
somewhat larger than on the prothorax, bni become of inueh the same 
size posteriorly, and ou the sides all the laseieles are seen to be supported by 
tubereles, two on the third interstice on cach elytron being very cousple mous, 


DERETIOSUS EXITITIOIDES Sp. nay. 


8 Blaek, antennae aud tarsi reddish. Densely clothed with variegated 
seales, and with numerous faseicles. 
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Rostrum moderately stout, seareely the length of prothorax, opaque aud 
with dense punetnres on apical half, basal half densely clothed. Anteunae 
inserted about one-third from apex of rostrum, third to seventh jouis of fumele 
rather strongly ftrausverse. Prothorax moderately transverse, sides feebly 
dilated from base to about the apical third, aud then strongly narrowed to apes. 
space bounded by six fascicles depressed; with crowded, concealed puneinres. 
Elytra vot wueh wider than widest part of prothorax, base trisinnate; with rows 
at prmetures appearing small through clothing, Feuora stout, moderately 
dentate, tibiae uveled at base.

Fiji: Taveuni (A, M, Lea). 

With a white V, as on the preceding species, Int narrower aud apical portion 
of protherax depressed, with a general suggestion of the Tasman Bciffcs 
cariasus, The seales on the upper-surface are mostly of various shades of brown, 
becoming pale on the apex ol prethorax and sides of elytra; there is a cou- 
spienons white V, couneeting the two large median fasci¢les on the third imer- 
slices, the seales enclosed hy it being velvety-black; on the under-siuface the 
seales are inosthy whitish-erey, variegated with browu on the sides; the head 
amd legs are slighth: variegated, and the latter are setose, There are six faseictes 
on the prothorax, two in front, iwe in middle, and one on cach side, half-way 
between and longer than the others; ou each elytvon there are numerous small 
fascicles, and two larger than fhe others on the third interstice: one at the basal 
fourth, the other ahont the nuddle. 

Dereriosus V-NIGER sp. nov. 

$ DBlaekish, antennae and tarsi reddish, rostrnm and parts of legs obscurely 
diluted with red. Densely squamose aud Fascieulate. 

Rostrum rather thin, slightly longer than prothorax, apical two-fifths with 
smal punctures, elsewhere densely clothed. Antennae inserted sHehtly nearer 
apex than base of rostrum, Prothorax distinetly transverse, sides raided, apex 
strongly narrowed and about half the width of base: with crowded concealed 
puneiuves. Elytra considerably wider than prothorax, base trisinuate; striate- 
punetate, ponetnres normally concealed. Kemora strongly and acutely dentate, 
tibine moderately arehed ar base, Length, ---O-4-5 mm. 

® Dilfers in having the rostram longer, thinner, elothed only near base, 
and antennae inserted shehthly nearer the base. 

Piji: Viti Levu (A. M. Lea); two specimens., 

Fairly close to the preceeding speeies, but with faseieles an all the interstices, 
mstead of missing most ef the even ones; the fascicles of the upper-snrface and 
r 


the elytral markings are sufeiently distinetive trom D. perrucifer. The scales 


on ibe npper-surfaee of the type ave mostly of a dingy brown, and but slightly 
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‘ariesated; there are, however. two parentheses-like, blackish marks on the third 
interstices at the base, and a large blackish V, the parts commencing on each 
shoulder, and meeting on the sutnre about the middle; on the under-surface and 
legs the seales are somewhat paler than on the upper parts, and ave also obseuvely 
variegated. On the female lhe elytral clothing is wostly darker, ony the basal 
halves of the parentheses-like markings are present, and the V is mneh less 
defined, although traceable. There ave six rather feeble fascicles on the pro- 
notum, the Tront ones being darker than the others: an the elytra there are small 
fascicles on all fhe interstices, pnt smaher and less mmmerous on the even thin 
on the odd ones, 
DERETIOSUS SCUTELLARIS Sp. NOV. 


8 Reddish-brown, antennae paler. Densely clothed with variegated 
scales, and Feebly fascientate. 

Rostrum about the length of prothorax, parallel-sided, ifs entire upper- 
surface densely clothed. Antennae inserted on sides of rostrum about two-fifths 
from apex, Prathorax moderately iransverse, sides feebly decreasing in width 
to apical third, aud then more strongly to apex; with erowded, concealed prne- 
tures. Elytra rather uarrow, not much wider than prothovax, base distinctly 
trisimate: striate-pruetate, punctures ahuost concealed, Remora moderately 
stout, very feebly dentate, tibiae feebly arched at base. Length, 4+ am, 

Eiji: Viti Leva (A, M: Gen). 

A comparatively small species, with clothing on the upper-surtaee cou- 
spienously variegated, The compaction of ereet setae on the prathorax is so 
slight that perhaps it should not he regarded as fascieulate at all; in this it 
differs from D. leefus and D. V-niger. on which the fascicles are distinct; those 
species are also larger and wider in proportion. ‘The femoral dentition is very 
feeble, and, in faet. the teeth are invisible from most directions. On both 
specimens under examination the derm is probably nowhere black, but it is 
visible only where scales have been abraded. Ou the type the elytral seales are 
inostly of a rather dingy brown, becoming sooty on parts of the sides and for 
{wo small spots on the suture (one tonehing the sentellimn, the other near the 
apex); white seales form a eurved mark on each shoulder, and a broad fascia, 
dilated to each side, crowning the apical slope; with irregularly distributed ones 
between it aud apex. The seutellnm is snowy. On the prothorax whitish scales 
are in the majority, on the head pale brown ones. The rostrum lhas three 
brownish lines. On the nnder parts the clothing is mostly white, but with 
Wistinet spots on ihe legs. The prothorax eonld hardly be rewarded as fascien- 
late, but there ave loose clusters of short, ereet setae, marking the positions of 
two apical fascicles; the submedian row is still less defined. On the elytra there 
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are numerous feeble fascicles (sparse on the even interstices), mostly consisting 
of a feeble swelling, about a short, stout, central seta, bni there are two fairly 
long ones on cach third interstiee (one wear the base, the ether just before the 
middle). On the seeand example the brown seales on the elytra have a more 
reddish shade, and eover mneh less of the surface, dhe white scales clothing most 
of the apieal half, bnt the two dark sntural spots are preseut; its rostrum has 
only two brownish lines, but there is a dark spot between the bases of antennae ; 
the under parts are almost wholly whitish. The fascicles on its elytra are almost 
cafined to the ode interstices. 


DERETMOSUS APICALIS Sp. DOV. 


6 Dark brown, antennae reddish. Densely sqnamose, and Tascienlate. 

Rasirum comparatively stont, scarcely the length of prothorax, basal half 
densely clothed, apical half with numerons small, naked ponetures. Antennae 
inserted one-third from apex of vosivam, third to seventh joints af funicle rather 
strongly transverse, Prothovax slightly transverse, sides moderately rounded ; 
with crowded, concealed punctures. Elytra not mneh wider than prathorax; 
striate-punctate, punctures normally concealed. Femora aentely but not very 
strongly dentate; tibiae moderately arehed at base, Length, 9-7 mon. 

Fiji: Viti Levu (A. M. Lea); unique. 

On the apical portion of ihe elytra the scales ave almost entirely white, 
econspicnonsly bonnded iu front by a wide M, the midde part of which is a V, 
connecting twa faseieles on ihe third interstices; on the vest of the elyira the 
seales are of various shades of brown, almost sooty immediately in Front of the 
M. On the prothorax, head. and legs the scales are mostly pale brown, on the 
metasternam aud abdomen they are mostly whitish. There are six feeble fascicles 
on the prothorax in the asual positions; on the elytra there ure numerous feeble 
ones, bitt almost confined to the odd interstices. On D. verieygatus and D. 
extihioides (whieh are also larger species) the white V on the elytra is narrow ; 
on the present species it is only part of the basal margin of a large, white, apical 
pateh. 

DERETIOSVS PURPUREOTINCTES Sp, HOV. 

Blackish, same parts obseurely reddish; antennae (elub excepted) paler. 
Densely sqnamose, setose, and Faseienlate. 

Rostvinu moderately thin, abont the length of prothorax, basal two-fifths 
densely clothed, elsewhere with mamerons small bnt sharply detined puuetitres, 
Antennae inserted almost in middle of sides of rostrum.,  Prothovax slightly 
transverse, sides gently rounded; with erowded, concealed puneinres, Klytra 
wueh wider than prothorax, base sliehtly trisinuate ; striate-pinelate, punetnres 
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almost conceaed. Femora feebly dentate, tibiae somewhat arched at base. 
Length, 3 mmn. 

Fiji: Viti Lewn (A. M. Lea); unique. 

Most of the seales ou the elytra are somewhat phnn-eolonred, bnt variegated 
with shades of brown and velvety blaek, the tips are almost stramineous, two 
large blackish patehes fori an irregular V, the arms commencing on the fourth 
interstices near the base, and joined on the suture beyond the middle; on the 
prothorax and legs the scales are mostly dark brown, with a faint preplisl tinge; 
on the metastermun aud abdomen the scales ave mostly whitish, with a faint 
dinge of purplish, On the apieal half of the prothorax there are numerons 
stont, creet setae, loosely compacted to form six feeble fascicles, but there are 
n few setae elsewhere: on the elytra there are similar stout setae, almost confined 
to the odd interstices, but Pormine a distmet laseiele on the third interstice near 
base, and a fechle postimedian one; there are also sowe stout setae on the lees, 
The femoral teeth are not very strong, and are nearer the base than usual. 


DERETOSHS ANGUSTUS 8p. nov. 


Blackish, some parts obscurely diluted with red, antennae reddish. Densely 
squamosxe, and with stont. ereet setae. 

Rostrum about the length ol prothovax, apical half with numerons small but 
ather distinet punetires, elsewhere densely clothed, Antennae inserted slightly 
nearer apex than base of rostrum,  Prothorax shehthy transverse, apex about 
half the width of base, with crowded, concealed punctures. Elytra not much 
wider than prothorax, base strongly trisimuite; striate-punciate, pnnetures 
normally concealed.  Femora uentely but not very strongly dentate; tibiae 
slightly arched at base. Length, 3-0-3-3 mm. 

Fiji: Viti Levu CA. M. Lea). 

A small and rather narrow species, rather elose to D. seulèllaris, bit 
smaller, and with somewhat stronger femoral dentition. although finer than on 
most species of the genns. It bas somewhat the appearanee of species of 
Nphryeus. On the upper-surface of the type the seales are mostly of various 
dingy shades of brown tmtermingled, with a few whitish spots seattered about; 
on the nnder-snrfaee of body and of femora they are mostly whitish, On the 
apical half of the prothorax there are stont, erect setae, but their compaction 
into fascicles is very feeble; on the elytra there are similar ereet setae, confined 
to the odd interstices, and forming a fechle fascicle on the third interstices near 
base, aud a still more feeble one ow cach near middle, On a seeond specimen 
the elothing is mneh the same, except that the prothorax is subvittate, On a 
third one the elothing is mostiy whitish, mixed with dingy brownish-grey, 
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DERETIOSUS INVENUSTUS Sp. NOV. 

Blackish, antennae, tarsi and part of abdomen reddish. Densely squamose, 
aid with stout, ercet setae. 

Rostrum abont the length of prothorax, densely clothed abuost to tip, where 
there are small, crowded puncties. Antennae inserted about two-fifths from 
apex of rastum. Prothorax distinctly transverse, sides gently deereasing: m 
width from base to beyond the middle, and then rapidly to apex; with crowded, 
concealed punctures, Elyiva moderately (ristumate at base; striate-punetate, 
punetures almost caneealed. Femora acutely dentate, tibiae moderately arelied 
at base, Length, 3 min, 

Fiji: Viti Levu (A. M. Dea); unique. 

The femoral teeth are acute and rather small Ind well defined, certainly 
stronger thau on D. scatellaris and D. purpureotinetus; the pale tips of the 
elytra are as on the latter species, bit the dark V is absent; the rostrum is 
clothed not quite as close to the apex as on the former species, and the seutelliom 
is not white. The scales are mostly of dingy shades of browuish-grey, becoming 
paler at the tips of elytra, and almost uniform on the nnder-surface. The setae 
are mostly darker; on the prothorax they ave not at all compacted into fascicles 
in Trout, but rather feebly so across the middle; on each elytrou they are coin- 
fined to the odd interstices, and form three feeble ones on the third. 


DeERETIOSUS MINUTUS sp. OY. 


8 Blaekish, antennae and tarsi reddish. Densely squnnose and setose, 

Rostrum about the length of prothorax, densely clothed ahnost to tip. 
Anteunae luserted about one-third from apex of rostrian. Prothorax almost as 
long as wide, sides gently rounded, apex more than half the width of base; with 
crowded, concealed punctures. Klytra not much but distinetly wider than pro- 
thorax, base gently trisinnate; striate-punctate; punctures large, round. and 
deep, but normally ahnost or quite concealed. Kemora acutely but not very 
strongly dentate; tibiae moderately arched at base. Length, 2-2-2-5 mm. 

Fiji: Viti Levu (A. M. Dea). 

The smallest known species of the gents. On the type the scales are mostly 
of arusty-brown, slightly variegated with paler and darker shades, Krom above 
the pronotune is seen to have three rather pale, longitudinal vittae, countinuous 
from base to apex without interruptions, each side also Guvisible from dirceily 
above) has an additional vitta, somewhat shorter but also without interruptions. 
Qu the undersurface and legs the scales are mostly whitish, varied with pale 
brown. The stout setae are inestly darker than the adjacent seales; on the 
pronotum they are in places somewhat compacted, but uot enough to form 
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distinct Cuseicles; on the elytra they are confined to the odd interstices, but on 
the third on cach elytron are compacted to form two fecble blackish fascicles. 
On a secoud specimen the clothing is as on the type, exeept that the brown scales 
ou the elytra are of a dingier shade and mottled with whitish-grey. 

Three specimens (also from Viti Leva) probably belong to this species, bit 
they lave the five vittae of the pronotiin interrupted by a pale fascia, which 
traverses if slightly nearer the apex than base. Auother specimen fram Viti 
Levu bas fewer erect setae on the pronotwn, and the seales of an abnost nuiform 
shade of pale dingy-hrowu. 


DERETIOSUS SUBARIDUS Sp. NOV.

è Black, amenunae reddish, clab darker. Densely squamose, and with 
unmerous setae and fascicles. 

Rostrum the length of prothorax, rather feebly curved, densely clothed to 
near apex, where the punctures are small and erowded. Anteunae inserted about 
one-third from apex of rostrum, Prothorax distinctly trausverse, sides dilated 
in muddle, apex abont half the width of base; with erowded, concealed punctures. 
Elytra considerably wider than prothorax, base trisinmate; with rows of large, 
round, deep punetures, appearing small through clothing. Pewmora stout, 
strongly and acutely dentate, tibiae bisinuate ou the lower surface. Length, 
6-7 um. 

ẹ Differs in haying the rostrum longer and thinner, clothed only ou the 
sasal fourth, and ihe antennae inserted nearer the middle of vostru. 

New Guinea: Manumbo (Madang district). 

lu size and general appearance close to D. aridus, mt the V on the elytra 
inconspienons or absent, without large postmedian fascicles, and those on the 
prothorax also different. The clothing generally is of a pale, rusty-brewn color, 
not much variegated, and not itueh paler on the under-surface than on the 
upper parts. On the head there are two feeble niterocular fascicles, and foue 
irreenlar rows of erect setae on the rostrum. On the prothorax there are six 
distinet fascicles, ju the usual positions, and some stout setac scattered singly ; 
ou the elytra there are unmerons small fascicles on the odd interstices, and a 
fairly large one on the third near base; in addition there are some stont setar 
on the even interstices, On the lees the setae are numerous; on the abdomen 
they are rather thin and sparse, but the mesosternal portion of the pectoral canal 
is margined with long setac, forming small fascicles, The elytra bave a slightly 
strigted appearance, but this is partly confused by the stiff setac and smal 
fascicles on the interstices, 
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DERETIOSUS ATRATUS Sp. NOV. 

Black, tip of rostrum aud tarsi obscurely diluted with red, antennae paler. 
Densely syuamose and setose. 

Rostriun about ibe laneth of prothorax, with coarse, partially concealed 
punctures on basal half, small and naked im front, Antennae inserted shghily 
nearer apex than base of rostrum, Prothorax about as long as wide, evenly 
convex, sides gently and evenly rounded, apex about half the width of base; 
with crowded, concealed panetives. Ebytra moeh wider than prothorax, base 
vouspicuonsly trisinnate; stuiate-punetate; punctures large but almost concealed 
by clothing. Femora strongly aud acutely dentate, tibiae arched at inner base, 
oblique at outer base. Length, 6 aon, 

Java: Buitenzorg, one speconen at light (A. M, Lea). 

A dingy species, with prothorax more evenly convex than usnal, and 
somewhat aberrant tibiae, The seales on the apper-sarfaee are mostly of a 
sooty-brown, and but feebly variegated. Ou the ander-surface they are mostly 
pale. The short, ereet setae vary from grevish, through brown, io black; they 
are sparse on the basal half of prothoerax, bot mmmerous on the Pront half, where 
they are compacted to foru six loose fascicles; on the elytra the setae are imore 
munerous on the odd than on the even interstices, the blackish oues are com- 
preted into a cluster of small fascicles about the seutellion, and three placed 
obliquely on each elytron before the middle, on the third, fourth, and fifth 
interstices, but the one on the fonrth is very feeble, 


DERETIOSUS FASCICULATUS Sp. NOV. 


Blackish, rostrum, antennae, and tarsi reddish, Densely clothed with rosty- 
brown seales, and with numerous similarly coloured setae and fascicles; on most 
GT the under-surface the elothing is sparse and whitish. 

Rostrum rather thin, moderately curved, slightly longer than prothorasx ; 
near base with coarse, crowded piunetires, elsewhere shining and with mimte 
ponehiues. Antennae inserted distinctly nearer base than apex of rostrum, 
second joint of fumele thin and longer than first. Prothorax moderately trans- 
verse, sides ronuded in middle, apex about half the width of base; with crowded, 
partly conevaled punctures. Blyira comparatively short, much wider than 
prothorax. base trisinuate; with series of comparatively small prnetnres, only 
shelitly concealed by clothing, and seme ol the rows deflected by the larger 
fascicles. Pemora stout, strongly and acutely dentate, tibiae strongly arched 
at base. Leneth, 6-5 mm. 

Matay Peninsula: Gap on Fraser’s Hill (A. M. Lea); unique. 

Very distinet by the munerpus long laseicles, of which there are six on the 
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prothorax (two at apex aud faur across middle); on cach elytrou there are three 
large ones on the third interstice, three on the fifth, and many small ones on the 
lateral mterstices and on the suture, but the second and fourth are withont anv ; 
the nuumerons fascicles ou the suture are small, but each has a stout central seta. 
The front coxae are less widely separated than usual, and the middle of the 
metasterimmu slopes downwards in liue with the intereoxal process of the mela- 
sternum, instead of being notched. The femoral dentition is nuusnally strony. 
The type is probably a emale. 


DERETIOSUS SETOSUS Sp. NOV. 


Dark brown, rostrum, antennae, and tarsi reddish. Densely elothed with 
greyish scales, feebly variegated with pale brown, aud interspersed with stout 
setae; on tinder paris mostly greyvish-white. 

Rostrum evenly curved, about the length of prothorax, basal fourth densely 
syuamose, elsewhere shining and with minute ptuctures. Autenmae inserted 
distiuetly uearer base than apex of rostrum. Prothorax rather strongly tirans- 
verse, apex less than half the width of base; with crowded, concealed punetures. 
Elytra rather clongate, not mueh wider than prothorax, base feebly trisinuate ; 
striate-punetate, pnnetures almost concealed.  Femora moderately stout, 
acntely and rather strongly dentate; tiae slightly arched at base. Length, 
8-9 mm., 

Malay Peninsula: Gap on Fraser's Hall CA. M, Lea). 

A rather small species, with pectoral eaual and other generic features 
strictly in agreement with most of the species trom Australasia. The setae ou 
the pronotum are loosely compacted in places, but do not form distinct fascicles ; 
on the elytra they are coufined to the odd interstices (except for a few near the 
sides), and also do not form distinct fascicles, alhough a few are loosely com- 
pacted ou the third iuterstice near base, The two specimens taken appear Lo 
be Tomales. The second specunen is paler than the type, its derm (where the 
seales have been abraded) beins uot mneh darker than the rostrum, which is 
hright castaneous; the clothing of its upper-surtace is stramineous, mottled with 


pale and dark brown, 
DERETIOSUS INTEKRCOXALIS Sp. nov, 


§ Blaekish, some parts obsenvely diluted with red, antennae aud tarsi 
reddish. Densely clothed with mitddy-brown or erevish-brown seales, iuter- 
spersed with numerous stoni setae, aud with a few fascicles, 

Rostrum comparatively stout, almost straight, densely clothed throughout, 
Antennae tuserted one-third from apex of rostrum, third to seventh joints of 
funicle trausverse. Prothorax subconical, shehtly longer than wide, with 
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crowded, concealed! pnnetures,  Elytra not much wider than prothorax, base 
distinetly trisinuate, strate-pnuetate, pnneturves almost concealed. Femora 
aeutely dentate, Ubiae shebtly arched at base. Length, 3 wm. 

Borneo: Labuan Island (C. P. McNamara); Malay Peninsula: Gap ou 
Fraser's Hill (A. M. Lea). 

Wheu the rostrmu is in the eanal its tip appears to be resting in a fringed 
mesosternal receptacle, bat on removing it there is seen 16 be a fringe of long 
seales, which parily conceal the middle legs, which, except tor these, would be 
exposed internally, as on most species of the genns. The preceding species is 
entirely without this fringe, On the type there js an obscure, dark median 
Fascia on the middle of the elytra, mouediately followed by a pale ane. AC the 
apex of tts prothorax there ave numerons still setae, which are compacted to form 
loose fascicles; across the middle there are also numerons setac, but they are 
scarcely compacted tute Sasceles. Ou each elytron the setae are almost confined 
to the ota interstices, aud fori two fairly distiuet fascieles ou the third inter- 
slige, one near the base. the other median. Ou the specimen from the Gap the 
fascivles are as distinet as on the type, but the elytral faseiae are searcely 
traceable. 


DEKETIOSUS TIMAS Sp. oY. 


Blaek, antennae and tarsi obscurely reddish, Densely squamose, setose, anal 
fasetenlate. 

Rostrum moderately stout, shgbily enrved. about the length of prothorax, 
with erowded and rather coarse punetures, concealed on basal half, Antennae 
inserted abont two-fifths Crom apex of rostrum. Prothorax almost as long as 
wide, basal two-thirds sub-parallel-sided; with crowded, concealed punctures. 
Elytra rather long, distinetly but not much wider than prothorax, base dislinet ly 
preapival 
aallosities fairly distinct. Fomora stronely dentate, onter base of tibiae obliquely 


liisitiiite; strinte-punetate, punetnres almost concealed by clothing, 
truncated. Leuyth, 9-10 qin. 

Moa (or Banks) Island (C. T. MeNamara); ‘Australie’? (A. Dovie); New 
Guinea (coll, Pape in Berlin Eitomological Musenn); dava (MeNamara). 

The large size and angulate tibiae readily distinenish from wh previously 
deseribed species of the wenns, There are two small fascicles on the front part 
of the mesosternal portion of the pectoral canal, but they are concealed with ihe 
rostrum in position, The four specimens examined are strnetnrally in close 
avreement, but the clothing, althongh of the same nature, differs in colour: it 
is very dense. even on the abdomen, where the seales are of twa kinds, eom- 
paratively small depressed ones, aud larger slightly less depressed ones, taking 


the place of setav, although too wide and depressed to be regarded as trne setae. 
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Qn all of ihem the seutellum is glabrous and shining. On the Moa Island 
specimen (the type) the vlathing varies trom pale stramineous, through various 
shades of brown, to sooty-black; there is a fairly distinet blackish fascia erown- 
ing the apical slope of the elytra, the scales behind it, and two spots before il 
being paler than elsewhere. On the pronotum the scales are mastly of a dingy- 
brown, with a pale median Hne and unmeraus blackish setae, the latter compacted 
to form four feeble Saseieles, slightly in advance of the middle, and two still 
more feeble ones at apex. Kaeh elytral imterstice has a row of short setae, but 
on the odd ones there are black faseicles as well, most numerous on the suture, 
largest on the third interstices; the Ines are somewlat mottled. On the specunen 
From 
line ou the pronotum whitish. and the elytra alimast withaut markings, except

Australie’? the clothing is mostly pale stramiuecous-brown, the median 


for a dark angntlar patch, beginning narrowly at the sentelbnu, iud suddenly 
dilated at the middle (where it extends across three interstices on eneh side of 
the suture), and then rapidly terminated. On the pronotum the fascicles are 
still Jess distinet than on the iype, and there are no dark setae seattered abont; 
ou the elytra the setae and fascicles are less distinet than on the type. The 
specimen from New Guinca has most of the clothing as on the second specinen. 
but the elytra have several obscurely dark patches, and a pale V, slightly beyond 
the midde; the elytral fascieles aud setae are much the same, but the subinedian 
fascitles of the pronotum are more distsuet. The one from Java has the elothine 
mostly of a sooty-brown. 
ASYTESTA (7), 

This genus appears to be well represented in New Guinea aud adjacent 
islands, but in all the refereners to its species that 1 have seen (ineluding the 
weneric miagnosis) no mention is made of a ring-like carina on the head; the 
ring is part of a perfeet cirele, aud is interrupted for abaut twenty pier cent, 
of its outline only near the base, where it touches the pronotum, and is there 
broken by a triangular nude space which extends narrowly forward. On old 
ami dirty specimens it is not always cistinet, but it appears to be always trace- 
able. It is distinct on ol. gazelle Oliv., humeralis Pase.. and vitiuta Pase., all 
of which have the front femora bidentate. 

A similar but more widely interrupted etrele is te be seen on the heads of 
Budyasmus and on Cyamobolus trivittatus Pase, bat the latter eertainly belongs 
to a different genus from C. funereus Pase, and Qetuani Manmnerli, 


ASYTESTA CIRCULIFERA Sp. uov. 


4 Black, antennae (club darker), and claw-joints reddish. Densely 
elothed with scotv-brown aud stramineous scales. 


(4) Pascoe, Journ, of Ent., ii, p. 426. 
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Head with a uarrow, carinated circle extending to level with the hind 
edge of the cyes, and interrupted at the base by a narrow glabrous triangle. 
Rostrum about the length of prothorax, slightly less than basal half deusely 
sguamose awd with setiferons granules; elsewhere naked, and with coarse, 
erowded punetures. Autennae rather thin, inserted about two-fifths from: apex 
ol rostrum. Prothorax rather strongly convex, about one-fifth wider thau tong, 
sides rather strongly romnded, apex depressed and scarcely half the width af 
base; with muameronus rather large setiferous punetures, eaeh usually backed by 
a small, shining grannle Sentellum small. Blytra about once and one-fourth 
as long as wide, base trishmate and na wider than prathorax, sides parallel to 
beyond the middle; with somewhat irregular rows of large puuetures, appearing 
much smaller through clothing, third jnterstice couspicuously raised and densely 
granulate from near base to near apex, filth tess conspicuously elevated, but all 
{ke interstices with granules, Basal segment of abdomen fattened iu middle, 
thnost as long as the rest combined, Legs long and thin, front femora strongly, 
middle moderately, hind ones slightly nnidentate; front tiblae compressed, 
rather suddenly dilated at apical third, thence obscurely serrated ta apex oi 
wuder-surface, Length, 5-0-6-5 ma. 

ọ Differs in having the rostrum longer, thinner, less of the base clothed. 
with sumaher punctures, auteunae imserted slightly nearer the middle of rostrum, 
basal segment of abdomen evenly convex, and legs somewhat shorter, 

New Guinea: Manmubo (Madang district). 

Ditfers from specimens, from Ternate, sent to me by Dr. Gestro as al. biner- 
ulis, in its conspicnonsly vittate pronotum aud amidentate front femora. The 
stramincons scales form: a narraw triaugle on the head (sometimes concealed by 
the overlapping prothorax) margin the eyes, form a uarrow median line on the 
pronotum, and several irregular spots on the apical third and about the hase; 
on cach elyiren they form a short vitta at the base of the filth interstice, cou- 
nected with a small basal patch extending to the shoulder (on three speennens 
ihe vittae are almost white); on other parts of the elytra there are munerons 
small spots, on some specimens irregularly conjoined to form feelile fasctac. 
There is also a Gonspienous spot (with a darker ventre) in front ot each front 
coxa. The femora are nsually ringed. The glabrous triangle at the base of the 
head (ou this and the two following species) is traversed by namerous fine 
ridges, and is probably used for stridulation, 


ASYTESYA GRANULIFERA sp. OV. 


é Black, antennae obsenrely reddish, club darker, Densely clothed with 
pale greyish scales, mixed with sooty ones. 
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Head with an interrupted circular carina os on the preceding species. 
Rostrum slightly shorter than prothorax; with coarse, erowded pnnetnres, eon- 
cealed about base and on sides of basal half. Antennae inserted about two-fifths 
from apex of rostrum, two basal joints of timicle long. Prothorax, elytra, and 
abdomen much as in the preceding species, excepi that the prothovax is slightly 
longer, with more conspicnons setiferons granules, and that the elevated part 
oF the third interstice, on each elytron, is less dilated nvar the base. Pectoral 
canal densely squamose, its posterior end open. Legs long, femora unidentate ; 
tibiae compressed, the trout ones with an obiuse dentiform projection at basal 
third, between it and apex fuely dentienlate and fringed. Length, 665 mm, 

ẹ Differs in having the rostrum lounger, thinner, with mneh smaller and 
less crowded pmuetores and less clothed, basal seement of abdomen evenly 
convex, aud legs shorter. 

Queenslaud or New Guinea (H J. Carter from F. P. Dodd). 

The general ontlines are samewbat as im the precediug species, but the 
dilated part of the front tibiae begins more suddenly. with a dentiform process. 
the graneles are more nuinerous aud distinct on the upper-surface, and the fifth 
interstice on each elvtron is uot vittate at the base; the pectoral canal is densely 
clothed. and the mesosterual receptaele is truly open, instead of slightly 
cavernous. The majority of the seales on the upper-surlace are pale. On the 
pronotum there is a pale, narrow, median line, about half of its scales are sooty 
in ill-defined spots, of which there is a series across the apical third; on the 
elytra the darker patehes are less cousplenous than on the prothorax, aud appear 
mostly like slight stains, the outer margins are almost white; on the under- 
surface there are some dark spots, of whieh there is a very distiuet one, 
surrotmded by almost white seales, in front of each front coxa. On each of two 
females a fairly large space about the seutellam is glabrous. 

Four specimens were labelled as frou Kuranda, in Queensland; it is prob- 
able, however, that they are really from the Astralobe Range in New Cnined, 
where Mr. Dodd collected for some time. 

ASYTESTA SETIVES sp. NOV., 

§ Black, antennae obscurely reddish, Densely clothed with dark brown 
scales, variegated with paler and darker owes. 

Head with an interrupted eirentay carina, Rostrum almost as long as 
prothorax, almost straight; with coarse, crowded pnnetures, concealed on basal 
half by seales mixed with setiferous granules. Antenuae inserted about two- 
fifths from apex of rostrum. Prothorax and elytra with outlines aud piuetures 
as on preceding species, Dasal sesment of abdomen flat in middle. Legs long, 
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femora nuidentate; tibiae compressed, the front ones snddenly dilated at basal 
third, beiween them and apex obtusely dentientate, Length. 6-5 mm. 

Territory of New Guinea: Wau Creek, at its jimetion with Bulolo River 
(W. W. Weidenbach) ; unique. 

Differs trom the two preceding species m the absence of prothoracic vittae; 
in its pectoral canal and front tibiae it is nearer A. cireulifera than A. grann- 
Nfera, On ihe pronotum there ave four, ohseurely defined, dark spots aeross the 
apical third, one on each side of the middle at base; there are also nnmerons 
minute, pale spots, mostly adjacent to the dark ones; on the elytra there are 
some small and irregular dark spots. The setae arising from the granules are 
nosily pale; on the base of rostrum, apical half of elytra, and lees they are 
white; ou the Fomora they ave longer and more distined than elsewhere, although 
their snpporting granules are smaller, 

Necuyrus (°). 

The species of this genus are more unmerons in New Guinea and adjacent 
islands than in Australia, They are all nocturnal, aud occur in dead timber, so 
it is probable that many more remain to be discovered, 

Pascoe described the femora as unarmed, but on most of the species known 
fo me they are veally dentate, although ihe teeth are so small that they are 
usually coneealed by the clothing. 


NECUYRUS CUIRATUS Sp. NOV. 


Black, antennae aud parts of tarsi obscurely reddish. Densely clothed with 
seitles and setae, mosily rusty-brown on upper parts, mostly black on under 
parts; elytra fascienlate, 

Head with crowded prnetures each contaiming a seale, and with a small 
inferoenlar impression. Rostrmm long, thin, slightly enrved, sides ineurved 
between base and anteunac, parallel-sided in trout of them: basal two-fifths with 
fine ridges and rows of punetures, partly concealed by clothing, elsewhere 
glabrous and with dense, sharply defined pnnemres, Amtenuae inserted two- 
fifths from base of rostimm, two basal joints of fnuicle as long as the five 
following ones combined, Prethorax almost as lone as the ereatest width, sides 
evenly rounded to subapical constriction, apex abont half the width of hase; with 
evenly distributed punctures, each containing and concealed by a seale, but on 
the sides (invisible from above) the punetures are larger and their contained 
seales smaller, Seutellum minute. Elytra about one-fonrth wider than pro- 
thorax, sides subparallel to slightly beyond the middle: with rows of large, deep

punetures, Conspienous on sides, partly concealed elsewhere; (rd interstice ou

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each elytvon with three fascicnlate tubercles: an elongate one at base, ane al 
middle (with black scales), and one crowning the apical slope; filth interstice 
with three at and ahont the summit of apieal slope; shoulders also with a 
fascienlate tnherele. Mesosternal receptacle elongate, U-shaped, almost open 
posteriorly. Metasternum and two basal segments of whdomen with very large, 
ronnd punctures, Legs long; femora slightly: dentate, Length, 8 mm, 

Lord Howe Island (A. M. Lea); unie, 

The elytral faseiculate tubercles are less numerons than on N. tucomplus, 
hut those present ave in the same relative positions; there are four distimet 
faseiadate projections at the base of the elytra. There are a few minute 
granules on the elvira, bit they are mosily concealed by the scales. The setae 
on the upper-snrface are mixed with the seales aud are incouspienons; on the 
under parts (as viewed from the sides) they ave thinner, more numerons, nud 
distinet ; they form a single row across eaeh of the third and fourth abdominal 
seamounts. There are no fascicles on the pronotum. The prnetures of tle imder- 
surface are muinsually large. 


NECHYRUS SCUTELLATUS 8D. HOV. 


@ Black. Antennae obscurely diluted with red. Densely elothed with 
scales and setae, variegated on upper-surtace, and forming fascicles, almost 
uniformly grevish on nuder parts. 

Head with deuse punctures, each containing and concealed by a seale, with 
a small interocular impression. Rostrum woderately long and eurved, basal 
half with a medion carina and irregular rows of squantiferons punetnres, else- 
where shining and with minute pnoetures, Antennae inserted almost in middle 
of sides of restrimn, second joint ol funiele longer thau first, their combined 
leneth equal to that of the fonr following ones. Prolhorax shehtly wider than 
Jong, sides moderately rounded., feebly narrowed to base aud strongly to apex, 
with an vente and almost continous median carina; and with large, raund, 
deep punctures, cach abnost as large as the seutellam and containing a seta. 
Scntellum comparatively large and distinctly elevated.  Elytra slightty wider 
than prothorax, subparatlel-sided to heyond the middle, base trisinnate, slightly 
elevated throughout, with shoulders elasping prothorax; with rows of large 
prnetures, usually larger than those on prothorax, eneb interstices with a row 
of small, shining granules, but those about suture inconspicuous. Mesosternal 
receptacle elongate, T-shaped. almost open posteriorly, Under-surface with 
crowded pnnetiures; basal segment of abdomen depressed in middle. Legs long, 
femora minutely dentate. Length, S-10 min. 

9 Differs in having the rostrum longer, thinner, move eurved, the median 
carina shorter aud less conspicuous, less of the base clothed, antennae inserted 
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slightly nearer base than apex of vostrinn, basal sezment of abdomen convex 
in muddle, and legs somewhat shorter. 

Aru (1L Elener). 

The largest specimen is shorter than the length noted for N. puneticallis, 
also from Aru. The laseic¢les are mostly fairly large, but composed of short 
scales or setae, mostly black; there are two at apex of prothorax, and four across 
middle (the outer ones feeble), also two at base; the latter are feeble, aud 
sometimes obscurely connected with the two inner ones of the snbmedian row; 
on each elytron there is a rather large one on the third interstice at base, and 
another crowing the apieal slope; the latter is connected by black scales with 
the suture and the fifth iutersttce, so that the simeanit of the slope appears to he 
erowned with a black, sealy faseia; there ave other small and ineonspienons 
fascicles seattervd about. The ordinary scales of the upper-surface vary fram 
greyish-white, through various shades of lrown, to sooty or black. The clothing 
on the third and fourth seginents of abdomen is as dense as on the adjacent ones. 
On several females paris of the rostrum are obscurely reddish. 


NECHYRUS ATER sp. nov. 


è Black. antennae obsenvely reddish. Densely elothed with sooty scales, 
heromme rusty-brewu on seutellum aud nader-parts, 

Head with erowded, concealed punctures. Rostrum long, basal half with 
tanedian carina and dense squamiferous pnuetures, elsewhere shining and with 
minute punetures. Aulermae inserted shehtly nearer base thau apex of rostrum, 
second joint oË funicle longer than first, Prothorax chistinetly transverse, sides 
rounded from middle to apex; with a feeble remnant of a median carina: with 
large, ronnd, deep punetures. cach containing a dark seta. Sentellom distinet 
aud slightly elevated. Elytra not mueh but distinctly wider than prothoray, 
parallel-sided to beyond the middle, base trisiimate, shonlders elasping pro- 
thorax; with regular rows of large, round, deep punetures, mostly larger than 
on prothorax, and becoming oblong-elliptic on sides. Mesostermal reeeptacle 
elongate, U-shaped, almost open posteriorly, Under-sneface with crowded 
punetures, larger on metastermun and two basal segments of abdomen than on 
the rest. of abdomen; basal seeament flat in middle, Leas long, femora minutely 
dentate, Length, 8 nnn. 

9 Ditfers in having the rostrum longer, less of its base clothed, antennae 
inserted even nearer base of rostrum. basal segment af abdomen evenly convex. 
aud lees somewhat shorter. 

New Guinea: Manumbo (Madane district). 

Darker than the preveding species and nonfasciculate. The seales are Feely 
congested in places, but they nowhere form distinct fascicles. Ai the extreme 
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base of the prothorax they are of the same colony as on the sentelhim, bit are 
concealed with the prothorax aud elyira in elose application. On the under- 
surfaee and legs they are mostly setose in chavaeter, and they ave denser on the 
legs than elsewhere. The dentition of the femora (especially on the front pair) 
is very feeble. and the teeth conld be easily overlooked. There is a row of minule 
granules on most of the elviral interstices. 


GLYPTOPOROPTERUS ("). 

This getus was proposed for a species (G. asper, from New South Wales) 
which differs trom Porepterus in having the metasternal episterna distinet 
throughout, with the anterior triangle on each well defined. With it were 
associated Poropterus sharpi Faust and evenilulus Heller, from New Guinea. 
T have now to refer P. cehimys Pase. gemmifer Pase, papillosus Heller, aud 
solidus Faust, all from New Guinea, to it, and it is probable that most of the 
species from New Guinea that have been referred ta Poropterus should also be 
referred to the same genus, The imetasternal episterna are important in the 
subfamily, aud in Parapterus they are completely wauting. The species of 
Glyptoporopterus ave all compact, multizrannlate insects, with long, nnarmed 
femora, the hind ones of whieh, with few exceptions, pass the apex of elytra. 


GLYPTOPOLOPTERUS BUISTERNAUIS sp. nov. 


Black, antennae obsenrely reddish, Moderately clothed with rnsty-brown 
segles, with a few setae scattered abont. but the latter becouung fairly dense 
on legs. 

Tlead with crowded pnuetures, aud a fairly large iuterocular impressiou. 
Rostvim almost the length of prothorax, rather wide, slightly enrved. sides 
geutly inevrved to middle; with coarse, crowded punctures on basal fourth, 
elsewhere with ivneh smaller but sharply defined ones. Antennae imserted 
slightly vearer base than apex of rostram: two basal joints of fnnicle elongate, 
the others transverse. Prothorax slightly longer than wide, sides moderately 
rounded, apex abont two-thirds the width of hase; with rather dense, shining 
oramiles on dise and two small tubercles at apex; pnnetures distinct on sides 
bnt obscured elsewhere, Elytra abont twice as long as wide, not much wider 
than widest part of prothorvax, base trisinnate; with irregular granules and 
wregular rows of large prnetures. Vider-snrface with erewded, partly concealed 
punctures; second segment of abdomen abont two-thirds the length of first ; 
third and fourth level with fifth. but below second. Femora rather Jone aud 
densely punctate, hivd ones slightly passing apex of elytra. Length. 6 ium. 

New Guinea: Maninnhe (Malang distriel) > mique. 


(6) Lea, Trans. Roy, Nae. S. Aust., 1912, p. 00, 
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On this species the metasternal episterna are shorter than usnal, as they 
run out before the hind coxae are reached; the frontal triangles, however, are 
sufficiently distinet. The granules on the prothorax vary im size, but are all 
small; they are almost absent from a medioapical space, but this is bounded by 
distinet ones; on the inner half of cach elytron the granules are mostly setiferous, 
and very irregular, they are compacted on slight tuberewlar elevations on the 
third and fifth interstiees (three on the former, two on the latter), but form 
an almost regular nonsetiferous row on each of the interstices on the outer half, 
where the punetures are also more regular. The type is probably a female. 


GLYPTOPOROPTERUS INSIGNICOLLIS Sp. nov. 


Black, antennae reddish, club infuseated. Densely clothed with more or 
less brown scales, the pronotum with a narrow, median stramineous vitta, 
followed by a wide, velvety, sooty-brown patch, extending ahnost to each side. 

Head with punctures concealed by clothing, with two small shining proeesses 
on forehead. Rostrum moderately curved, about the length of front tibiae, basal 
half with moderately coarse, crowded punctures, aud remmauts of irregular 
vidges, elsewhere with smaller punctures, becoming very small about apex. 
Antennae inserted one-third from apex of rostrum, first joint of funicle dis- 
tinctly longer than second, none of the others transverse. Prothorax about as 
long as its greatest width, sides feebly increasing in width from base to middle, 
and then rapidly decreasing in width to apex, whieh is obtusely rounded; pune- 
tures almost concealed; with sparse granules on dise, more numerous on sides. 
Elytra not much wider than prothorax, and not twice as long, base truncate, 
except for a trigrannlate process clasping eaeh hind angle of prothorax; with 
irregular rows of large punetures; with munerous granules, including sone on 
tubercles. Under-surfaee with punctures almost concealed. Legs long and thin, 
hind femora passing apex of elytra. Length, 9 mm. 

Territory of New Guinea: Wau Creek (W. W. Weidenbach) ; unique. 

The velvety pronotum, with a conspicuous median line and sparse granules, 
gives this species a striking appearance, very different from all others of the 
genus before me, but in all essential features it is a normal member of Glypto- 
poroplerus. Of the small, shining processes on the head of the type the one on 
the left is a narrow, oblique carina, on the right if is a feebly elevated granule. 
The outer margins of the pronotum, as viewed from above, appear to be pen- 
tagonal; from above only about fourteen small granules are visible, but they are 
fairly numerous on the middle of each side. On the elytra the grannles are very 
irregularly disposed, and vary considerably in size; they are also present on the 
tubereles; of these there are eight in two transverse series, on approximately the 
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third and fifth interstices. the first series at the basal fourth, the second crowning 
the long apical slope; the largest tubercle, which is about the size of the head, 
is the second one on the third interstice, the most prominent one the first on the 
fifth interstice; the shonlders might also be regarded as tuberculate. 


Neomysrocis (7) WADANGENSIS sp. nov., 


Blaek. autennae obsenvely reddish. Moderately densely clothed with rusty- 
brown or ochreous scales, obscurely variegated with darker ones. 

Head with crowded, concealed punetures, and a narrow imterocular impres- 
sion. Rostrimu moderately thin and gently enrved, fully the length of prothorax, 
With coarse, crowded pruetures on sides near base, elsewhere with rather sparse 
and small ones. Andennae inserted slighQy nearer base than apex of rostenm, 
two basal joints of fiiiele elongate, the four appeal oues transverse, Prothorax 
moderately transverse, basal two-thirds evenly ronuded and then strouzly 
narrowed to apex, with large and medimu-sized partly econeealed prmetures; with 
a small remnant ofa median earma, and with two briefly setose tnbereles at apex, 
and four across apical third.  Sentelhom distinet, Elytra abont one-Fourth 
wider than prothorax, parallel-sided to bevond the middle: hase couspicnonsly 
(risinnates with rows of large, partly concealed punetures, same of the inter- 
stices with small granules, the third with four distinet equidistant tubercles, of 
which the third, crowning the apieal slope, is the largest, and the following one 
the smallest, filth interstice also with four bit somewhat smaller tubercles. 
Under-surfaee with crowded punetnres; basal segment of abdomen evenly 
eouvex, Length, 9 mai. 

New Gninea: Manmunbo (Madang district); nique, 

With a rougher appearance and somewhat stouter lees than the three 
Australian speeies of the genus; bur as the eyes are finely faceted, the rostrnnn 
long, the sentellnm distinet, the mesosternal receptacle widely apen, and the hind 
femora pass the apex of elytra, it apparently should be referred to Neomyslocis: 
it is the first to be recorded from beyond Australia. At first elance it appears 
to belong to Hyporinus, but the widely open receptacle at onee separates it from 
that gens. The legs ave rather densely setose, bnt setae, except ou the tubercles, 
are almost absent fro the upper-surlace, The iype is probably a female, 

Mreroeny vroniyxeims (8), 
Only three species of this eemis have previously heen nmaed, all Trom 


Australia; but others oeenr on various Paeifie islands, and in addition to those 
here dealt with probably many more remain to be described, as they ave all sinall,

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slow-moving, aud could easily escape observation, as they usually oecur on 
mnoss-covercd branches (living or dead) in thick forests, others may be sieved 


from Tallen leaves or moss, 


MicnOCryPTORTIYNCHUS EVANESCENS Sp. NOV. 


Dull reddish-brown, antennae. rostrum, and darsi paler. Moderately 
clothed with muddy-erey scales, interspersed with a few ereet or sloping setac. 

Rostrum moderately long and wide, basal half squamose, elsewhere naked 
aud with distinet pnnetores, Prothoray slightly longer than wide, sides gently 
rounded in middle; with erowded puuetures traceable through clothing, Elytra 
elongate-eordate, sides nowhere parallel, aud widest at about basal third; with 
reenlar rows of aree, deep piunetures, partly obsenred by clothing. Legs com- 
paratively long and thin, Length, 1-2 mun. 

Queensland: Yorke Island (C. T. MeNamava) ; Atherton (Dr. R. Mjöberg). 

Narrower than any of the previously named species. The setae are moder- 
ately long and evenly distributed. but move couspieuous at the apex of prothovax 
than elsewhere; they nowhere form fascicles. 


MIROCRYPTORUYNCTIUS NORVOLCENSES Sp. HOV. 


¢ Black, tips of rostrum and elub obscurely reddish, rest ot antennae 
paler. Densely clothed with mnddy-brown scales, interspersed with stout, erect 
setae. 

Rostrum with series of large concealed punetures ahnost ta apex, ouly the 
tip glabrons. Prothorax moderately transverse, sides evenly rounded to sub- 
apical coustrietion; with crowded, concealed punetuves. Blyira elongate- 
snbeordate, widest about middle, where they are about one-fourth wider thas 
prothorax; with regular rows of large, deep, normally concealed pruictinres. 
Two basal segments of abdomen depressed in middle; with erowded, parily 
conecaled punetuves. Length, 1:5-20 wm. 

9 Differs iu having the rostrum longer and thinner, clothed only to near 
middle, antennae toserted net quite as close to the apex, and abdomen evenly 
CONVEX, 

Norfolk Island (A. M. Lea); abundant, 

Close to M, pygmaeus, bit slightly more canvex and less pavallel-sided. [in 
general appearanee it is strikingly like species of Porapterus of the Uthaderurus 
eroup, on a greatly reduced seale, The elothing is very deuse but readily 
abraded, and is more grevish on seme speeimens than on others; the setae ou 
the elytra are confined to ihe alternate interstices, 
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MicrocryprokuyNXCIIgs RUFIMANUS Sp. DOV. 


Black, apical half or less of rostimn, antennae, and tarsi reddish. Densely 
clothed with muddy-erey seales, variegated with brown; with rather short setar 
scattered about, aud ou the chira confined to the alternate interstices. 

Rostrum clothed on basal half on male, less on Temale. Prothorax aluost 
as long as median width, sides moderately rounded; with crowded punctures, 
faintly traceable through clothing. Elvira elongate-eordate; with regular rows 
af large, deep punefures, appeanug much swatler throngh clothing. Length. 
1-1-1-7 muwu. 

Norfolk Island (A. M. Lea); abundant in rotting leaves aud on dead twigs, 

Differs from the preceding species in being smaller, somewhat narrower; 
prothorax less transverse and with basal markings; these consist of four brownish 
spots, of which one ou each side is conecaled from above; the promotion also 
sometimes has a pale median line. Across the middle of the elyiva there are 
usually also four dark spots, and two nearer the apex, but the spots are often 
feeble or absent, whilst oceasionally they are all conjoined. The female has less 
of the rostrum clothed and the abdomen more convex than on the male. On 
one specimen the dark seales on the pronotum cover mest of the dise, each side 
(except for a spot) being almost fawn-coloured ; its elytral clothing is also mostly 
dark, except for the suture and some snbhumeral and submedjan vittae. Another 
specimen has the clothing on the pronotum dark, except For a pale median line 
and a sublateral spot near apex; on the elytra its pale seales ave almost confined 
to a large subtriangular paieh. There are many other slight varietal forms. 


MicrocryrroRuyNcnhus TIOWENSIS sp. nov. 


Dark brown, rostrum and antennae paler. Densely clothed with pale 
ereyvish or fawn-coloured seales, variegated with brown, with fairly aumerous, 
rather shart, erect setae scattered about, and on the elytra confined to the 
alternate interstices. 

Rostrum with about basal half clothed on male, less on female. Prothorax 
slightly longer than wide, its punctures and those of elytra as deseribed im 
preceding species, Length, 1-0-1-5 mim, 

Lord Howe Island (A. M. Lea and wife); abundant on dead and inoss- 
covered twigs, ete. 

Thinner than the preceding species, with somewhat similar but narrower 
prothovacie markings, and elytral markings, when present, nearer the base. The 
antennae are almost flavous. On the pronotum there are usnally fow dark spats, 
an elongate basal one on each side of the middle (defining a pale median lime). 


and a feeble one on cseh side (not visible from above); on the elytra before 
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the middle there ave usually fonr dark spots, sometimes conjoined to form an 
Incomplete fascia; on some specimens the elytral clothing is mostly of a rather 
pale browu, with four paler spots (one an cach shoulder and two near the suture 
beyond the middle). On an occasional specimen the scales are almost entirely 
pale, and the markings tend to disappear on slight abrasion. 


MiorocryPrtoRtHyNCUUs OREAS Sp. HOV. 


Black and obseurely reddish, rostrum, antennae, and tip of abdomen and 
tarsi distinctly veddish. Densely clothed with muaddy-brown or browiish-erey, 
obscurely variegated scales, and with shori, upright setae. 

Rostrinn clothed on basal half on wale, longer and less clothed on emale. 
Prothorax moderately transverse, sides evenly rounded to subapical constric- 
lion; with crowded, uormally concealed punetiwes.  Mivtra elangate-snbeordate, 
widest just before middle; with regular cows of large pimetnres, appearing snail} 
through clothing (or quite concealed), Length, 1-5-1-8 amin. 

Lord Howe Island: Summit of Mount Gawer (A. M. Lea and party); 
seventeen Speehuens, 

Slightly narrower, but otherwise as on M. narfolcensis. Some parts on 
abrasion are seen to be decidedly black, the same parts on others are brownish 
or reddish; uswdly the metastermun and abdomen are black, but usually the 
clothing is so dense that the derm is concealed. One specimen (probably imma- 
ture) is almost entirely reddish; it is rather badly abraded, bnt has two small 
spots of black scales close together at the summit of the apical slope. 


MUCKOCRYPTORHVYNCUUS RUPIROSTRIS Sp. HOY. 


Reddish-brownm rostrum and tarsi paler, Upper-surface densely clothed 
with uniform greyish-white scales, wnder-surfaee almost elabrous, except For 
clothing on the third and fourth abdominal segments; with rather sparse and 
short, sloping setae, 

Rostrum about the length of prothovax, basal third sqnamaose, elsewhere 
shining and with minnte pnuctires. Antennae inserted shelly nearer base than 
apex of rostrum. Prothorax almost as lone as wide, sides gently ronnded to 
subapical constriction, a shallow depression across apieal third; with erawded, 
concealed punetures. Blytra the width of prothorax at base, sides very feebly 
dilated to about the middle; with vows of large, almost concealed prmnetures ; 
third. Hfth, and seventh interstices slightly elevated. Metastermmm and abdomen 
with sharply defined punetures. Length, 1-2 mm. 

Lord Howe Island: Monnt Gower (A. M. Lea and party); three specimens. 

A rather narrow, snbparallel-sided species, with walls of mesosternal recep- 
taele thinner than usuak bat of the ausnal U-shape, The slight elevation of the 
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odd interstices causes the elytra to appear fecbly vittate, although their clothing 
is of the same shade as on the adjacent parts. 
MichocrYPTORUYNCHUS INTURLUPTUS Sp. NOV. 

Dark reddish-brown, rostrum and tarsi paler, antennae (elub excepted) still 
paler. Irvegularly clothed with brownish and greyish scales, mider-surtace 
sparsely clothed. 

Rostrum slightly shorter than prothorax, basal two-fiftlis squaimose, else- 
where shining and with minnfe punetures. Aitennae inserted about two-fifths 
from apex of rostrum, Prothorax almost as long as wide, sides moderately 
rounded, base inenrved to middle; with erowded, partly concealed punctures. 
Blytra elongate-cordate, widest at about basal third; with regular rows of large, 
partly concealed punctures, Under-surface with sbarply defined punctures, 
denser ou wetasternuin than elsewhere. Length, 1-8 ain, 

Lord Howe Island: Summit of Mount Gower, on tree moss (A. M. Lea); 
langue. 

Distinet trom all previously deseribed species by the elytral clothing. Mawh 
of the clothing of the prothoray is brownish, but there is a fairly wide and 
irregular pale vitta on cach side; there is a conspicuous pale vitta on caeh 
elytvon, begining at the base ou the fourth interstiee, it is interrupted at the 
middle, and is then continued on the third almost to the apex; there are 
remnants of other vittae ou the sides. There are a few inconspicuous setae al 
the apex of prothorax and on the apical slope of elytra. Parts of the elytra 


and of the nnder-surface are almost black. 


Micko¢rRyProRHYNCHUS FASCICLLATUS Sp. NOV. 


@ Blaek or blackish-brown, part of rostrum, autennae and tarsi paler. 
Densely clothed (except on parts of under-surface) with pale, rusty-brown or 
greyish scales. With numerous erect or snbereet setae, iu places condensed to 
form fascicles. 

Rostrmu with apical fourth glabrous, aud with sinall, dense punetires ; 
elsewhere densely clothed. Antennae inserted about two-fifths Trom apex of 
rostrum. Prothorax slightly transverse, sides aud middle of base rounded; with 
large, erowded, concealed punctures. Elytra oblong-cordate, base strongly 
incurved at seutellum ; shoulders clasping base of prothorax ; with regular rows 
of large, concealed punctures. Metastermum and two basal segments of abdomen 
with erawded punctures, the two basal segments flat in muddle. length, 
1-5-2-0 mm. 

ọ Differs in having the rostrum shehily longer and thinner, about hall 
of it glabrous, antennae inserted less close to apex, and abdomen evenly conves. 
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Lord Hawe Island, tmeluding summit of Mount Gower (A, M. Lea aud 
party). 

A eompact, faseierdate species, with clothing so dense that the derm is 
almost everywhere concealed; it is waľormly coloured on the judividuial. bat 
varies on different speciniens trom almost greyish-white to a rather dark rusty- 
brown. The Laseieles are loosely compacted and easily abraded or disarranged, 
Dul on specimens ty wood couditian there are six ou the prothorax (wa at apex 
and four across middle) and three on eael elytron Cone near the shonlder and 
va an the third interstive) ; the setae composing them are usually of the same 
colour as the adjoiuine scales, but oevasionally some of them are blackish. The 
prothorax, as viewed from the sides. appears to have a deep subapical noleh, 
this is partly due ta a slight depression there, bit mostly ta the setae or faseicles 
Clothing the apical and submedian parts. 

Many specimens were obtained Front dead aud lying moss-covered twies 
and from moss and fallen leaves. The specimens (twenty-three) from the summit 
af Mount Gower are darker, aud the average size is slightly greater than the 
others taken on the island. 


AICuOCRYUTORHYNCHUS SETOSUS Sp. NOV.

Rastrum maderately long and feebly curved, apical fourth ghibrons and 
With gouspicnons pumetures, clewhere densely clothed. Anteunae tuserted about 
one-third From apex ol rostron. Prathorax almost as long as the ereatest width 
(which is at about the basal third), sides rather strouely rounded; with erawded 
and rather large puouetures, slightly indicated through clothing. Elytra 
clongate-cordate, sides strongly rounded and widest at about hasal third; with 
regular raws of large, deep punctares, wider than interstices, bat appearine 
smaller thraugh clothing.  Metasterntm and two basal segments of abdomen 
with voarse, crowded. partly concealed prnetures, the two basal segments flat 
in middle. Legs comparatively loug and thin. Lenwth, 2-5-3-0 unu. 

@ Differs in having the rostrum longer, thinner, less clathed, antennas 
Inserted more distant froni us apex, and abdomen evenly convex. 

Novtolk Island (A. M, Lea); seven specimens from woss and fallen leaves. 

The largest known species af the genus. The clothing ou the undersurtice 
Is less dense thaw om the upper-surface, but on the mesosternal and ametasterual 
episterna if is denser and paler than elsewhere, appearing vitfate. The setae 
are long and mmnaerons on the lees and base of rostrum, as well as on the npper- 
surface; they do net formu fascieles, execpt that on the third interstice on each 
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elytron, at the basal fourth, there is a small spot ol black seales, with black setae 
more numerous than usual; there are usually also two small clusters of whitish 
setae at the base, The scales are sometimes variegated on the legs. A single 
specimen from Lord Lowe Island probably belongs to the species, but differs 
trom the others in having the scales on the elytra almost black. 


MIcRoceyPTORUYNCUUS KOTUNDIPENNIS Sp. NOV. 


Black, antennae aml tarsi red, Densely clothed with muddy-brown or 
greyish scales; interspersed with erect, clavate setae, 

Rostrum with tip glabrous and pnnelate, elsewhere deusely clothed. 
Antennae inserted about one-third Irom apex of rostrum. Prothorax slightly 
transverse, sides rather strongly rounded; punctures crowded but wormally 
concealed, Elytra cordate, sides strongly ronuded; with regnlar rows of karge, 
deep pretives, appearing mneh smaller throngh clothing. Under-surfaee with 
crowded, mostly concealed punctures, Length, 2 main, 

Piji: Ovalau, Viti Levu, Mokondronga (A. M. Lea). 

Largest of all the Fijian species, aud larger than any other known spceies 
except the preeeding one. The sides of the elytra are more strongly rounded 
than usual. The elub and scape ave ahnost flavous and paler than parts of the 
foniele. There are four hues of setae ou the rostrum aud Front of head, but 
they are paler and shorter than those clsewhere. The pronotum as seen from 
above appears to be depressed near apex, but from the sides the depression is 
seen to be due mostly to fhe long setae; these ave muncrous at the apex, then 
absent for a short distance, and then again uumeronus. The scales at its extreme 
base are white, bul are normally ahnost couecaled, when it is in close contaet 
with the elytra. Where the clothiug has been removed from the elytra the 
punctures are seen to be large aud considerably wider than the interstices, but 
with the elothing in perfect condihion they are scarcely traceable. The four 
specimens taken appear to be all males. 

MICROURYPTOKRITIYNCHUS ANGUSTIOR sp. HOV. 

Black, antennae obscurely reddish. Densely clothed with uniddy-brown 
scales, ditevspersed with short, stont, ereet setae. 

Rostrum rather wide, apieal portion glabrous and with numerous con- 
spienons punetures. Prothorax about as lone as its greatest width, sides rather 
strongly ronnded ; with crowded, concealed punctures.  Elyira eclongate-cordaic, 
sides rather strongly rounded, base evenly incurved to middle; with regular 
rows of large, partly concealed pinetures. Metasternim and two basal segmenis 
ol abdomen with coarse punetures. Length, 2 (vix) mm. 

Fiji: Viti Levu (A. M. Lea). 
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Slightly smaller and distinetly narrower thau the preceding species, On 
the type about one-third of the rostrum is glabrous, on two others about. half is 
glabrous, but a tew seales in front probably iudicate partial abrasion, so the 
specimens may be all males. The setae are numerous at apex of prothorax and 
across widdle; on the elytra they are coufined to the odd interstices, and appear 
to form two feeble fascicles on the third on each elytron. 


MickocryrrorniyNSCHus VITIENSIS Sp. nov. 


å Black. elabrous portion of rostrum and tarsi reddish, antennae (elnb 
excepted) ahnost flavons. Densely clothed with muddy-brown or hrownish-grey 
scales, interspersed with stout, erect setae. 

Rostrinn with apical fourth glabrous and with distinet punetiwes, elsewhere 
densely clothed. Prothorax slightly louver than wide, sides moderately ronuded; 
punctures crowded but varmally ahnost concealed. Elytra clongate-subcordate, 
hase ahnost truncate; with rows of large, deep, parthy concealed punetures, 
Metasternum and two basal segments of abdomen with crowded and rather 
coarse pnnelures. Leugth, 1-2-1-5 min. 

Q Differs m having rostriin slightly longer, about half of it glabrous and 
with somewhat sinaller punetnvres, autennae inserted near the middle of rostrum 
instead of aboni apical third, aud abdomen wore vouvex. 

Fiji: Ovelan (in June), Viti Leva, Taveuni (A. M. Lea), 

A qinute species. structurally close to M. rufimanus and howensis, Erom 
Lord Howe Island, but with very different clothing; at is Fairly «lose to the 
preeedhuy species, but is smatier and narrower, Ou the pronotum the setae are 
mosi winnerous at the apex, ou the elytra they are confined to the odid inter- 
stices, aud they are nnmerous on the legs. 


Microcryrrok uy NXcius CALEDONICUS sp. nov. 


Dark brown, parts of undersurface ahuost black, autennac almost tlavons. 
Densely clothed with greyish-brown scales, interspersed with stout, erect setae. 

Rostrum rather wide, apieal hall glabrous and with sharply defiaed piune- 
tures, basal half squamose and setose, Antennae inserted almost m exact middle 
of sides of rostrion. Prothorax almost as long as wide, sides moderately roauded ; 
with crowded, normally concealed punctures. Elyira subcerdate, base truncate, 
sides widest at about basal third; with regular rows of large punetures, appear- 
mge much smaller tieough elothing, Metasternmmu aud two basal segments of 
abdomen with crowded puuetures. Length, 1-2 mm. 

New Caledonia: Noumea (A. M. Lead; unique. 

A minute species, fairly close to the preceding one, from Fiji, but prothorax 
shorier and clothing not qnife the same, The type is probably a female, although 
the rostrum appears rather wide for a member of that sex. 
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SALCUS CIRUULARIS N. Sp. 

Black, antennae reddish. Moderately clothed with rusty-brown scales, 
becoming sparser on wider-surface, including front of pectoral canal, Dail meta- 
sternal triangles densely clothed; pronotum with four small whitish spots across 
nuddle, elytra with two at base. 

Rostrum slightly shorter than prothorax, gently curved, with irregular rows 
of syuamiferous punctures to near apex, where they are erowded and naked. 
Antennae inserted about two-fifths from apex of rosirim; two basal joints of 
funicle elongate, the three apical ones transverse. Prothorax more than twice 
as wide as long, sides strongly rounded, apex slightly produced; with rather 
dense setiferous punetures, about as large as on base of rostrum. Elytra slightly 
wider than long, base truncate, except that shoulders slightly clasp base of 
prothorax; with large pimetures in irregular rows. ‘Two basal segments of 
abdomen with a few large punctures, the suture between them feeble in middle, 
with an elliptic fovea on each side. Legs long; femora grooved, froni ones 
strongly dentate, the others ahnost edentate. Length, 4-5 mm. 

Queensland: Dayboro, in January (1. Hacker), Type (unique), in 
Queensland Museum. 

The sinallest and widest species of the genns, with an even more circular 
ontline than that of N, latissimus.
